SCHOOL BUILDINGS 

The following repairs and improvements have been made in the 
school buildings during the past year: 

Mallett School — Repairs amounting to several hundred dollars 
were made to the coal stoker and ventilating system and an oil burner 
was installed in one boiler. Additional chairs and desks were pur- 
chased for one room. 

Fairbanks — The interior of the building was redecorated, an oil 
burning furnace was installed to replace the two wood burning furnaces 
at a cost of $1,688.00 and the outside foundation wall was repaired. 

West Farmington — Belfry and roof repaired. 

Farmington Falls — Additional play ground fence installed. 

Briggs — Drainage of grounds was improved. 

High School — Completed installation of improved lighting facili- 
ties. Asphalt tile flooring laid in portion of the corridor. Repaired the 
tar and gravel and slate roofs. New exit basement door installed on 
stair landings. Additional new seats, steel book cabinet and one ad- 
ditional typewriter purchased for classroom use. 
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Needed repairs and improvements: 

Mallett School — Strip and reseal auditorium and corridor floors. 
Redecorate some classrooms. Relieve overcrowded condition. Repair 
roof. 

Fairbanks—Convert basement into activity room and enlarge school 
lunch facilities. Improve lighting facilities. Insulate building. 

West Farmington — Convert basement into assembly and lunch 
room. Redesign entrance so that basement can be entered from front 
of building. 

Farmington Falls — Rearrange entrances and stairway. Move 
toilets and sanitary facilities to first floor. Install lunch facilities in 
basement. 

Briggs — Acquire additional land for play ground. Redecorate 
interior. Improve lighting facilities. 

High School — Improve roof drainage around West entrance. Point 
up masonary. Repair and insulate walls and partitions between furnace 
and audio-visual room. Redecorate parts of corridor and some class- 
rooms. Refurnish and redecorate teachers room. Complete tile flooring 
on first floor corridor. 

Some type of teachers room should be made.available in all outside 
schools.

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Report of the High School Principal 


To the Superintending School Committee: 


Following is the report for Farmington High School for the year 
1953—1954: 


There were a few changes in our faculty this year. Our new 
teachers as well as the older members of the faculty have shown a spirit 
of helpful interest in our student body. Several teachers have had 
special training in courses of study during the last year to improve 


_themselves professionally. 


Of last spring’s graduating class, about one-fourth went on to high- 
er institutions of learning. Their success in their respective schools has 
been comparable to their high school record, which would indicate that 
high scholastic standards are being maintained here. 

Our school finances are now on a solid basis. Money is allocated 
to the various activities for their support in proportion to the number 
of pupils involved and the importance of the activity. 

Special stress is placed on guidance for our pupils in an effort to 
help them find their rightful place in after-school life. Career Day, 
in which speakers from various professions talk to and counsel the stu- 
dents, is only one of our ways of opening avenues to possible vocations. 
All our teachers are guidance teachers, but we have five who are now 
devoting part time each day to vocational details of this subject. 

Our boys and girls have brought honor to themselves and Farm- 
ington High School in a variety of fields. Our athletes have won their 
share of victories. We have a state winner in prize speaking and a 
‘state champion in the Home Economics department. We sponsored 
the State Principals’ Association Ski meet in 1953, and hope to entertain 
this again in 1955. Both boys’ and girls’ ski teams have brought fame 
to the Town of Farmington wherever they have been. At present the 
boys are at the New England Ski Meet at Lyndonville, Vermont, and 
the girls are at Quebec. This activity is fast becoming one of our out- 
standing claims to public acclaim, and will take a place with basketball 
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and football as the most popular sports in our school sports program. 

Miss Perkins’ report will cover our musical activities. The Eastern 
Maine Music Festival will be held here in Farmington this May. Spon- 
soring this activity is a huge undertaking, but with the co-operation of 
all, it can be handled smoothly. It will bring approximately 5,000 young 
musicians to town. 

I am pleased with the spirit of initiative in promoting school 
activities shown by our students. They seem really interested in better- 
ing themselves and their school. ‘This attitude should give us alert, 
public-spirited citizens. 

Our faculty is genuinely interested in helping each pupil find his 
proper place in life, so we earnestly urge parents to talk over problems 
concerning their child with his teacher. Co-operation between the school 
and home in this respect is very desirable. 

I wish to acknowledge my grateful appreciation to all who have 
been so generous with their assistance in making this a successful and 
pleasant year.

I herewith submit my annual report as Supervisor of Music. 


HIGH SCHOOL 

The preparation of programs for various music festivals occupied 
students in the music classes during the year just past. 

The foundation for a Sandy-Andy Music Festival was laid in March, 
1953, when the combined school bands of this area gave a concert in 
the Jay Auditorium. This year the plan has been expanded to include 
orchestral and choral groups. Farmington will be host to the partici- 
pants, and the program will be given on April 4. 

Also in March, the first All-State Concert Festival was held in 
Augusta. To a festival of this kind, delegates from various high schools 
are prepared by their music teachers, and then sent to work in composite 
groups. The chorus, orchestra and band included approximately 600 
students from Maine high schools. Farmington was represented by 
twenty student musicians. These students, who are privileged to work 
with outstanding conductors of the East, learn much which serves to re- 
vitalize the home groups to which they return. Augusta will play 
host to a similar festival this year, for which event twenty-two Farm- 
ington students have been accepted. 

In May, the six musical organizations of the school (Mixed Choir, 
Boys’ Choir, Girls’ Choir, Band, Orchestra, and String Orchestra), 
went to Skowhegan to participate in the Eastern Maine Auditions 
Festival. There they played before competent judges and _ received 
commendations and recommendations. Farmington High School’s 
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Violin Quartet appeared on the evening program, and three students 
took part in the composite chorus directed by John Raymond of La- 
fayette College. 

The Mixed Choir conducted a fund-raising campaign for the pur- 
pose of purchasing choir robes. About $700 was realized, and the 
choir now has gray robes with royal blue stoles for public perform- 
ances. 

On May 15, Farmington will be the host town for the Eastern 
Maine Music Festival. As there will be several thousand visitors in 
town, this project will be more than a school activity.

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GRADE SCHOOLS 

The classroom music program remains fundamentally the same 
from year to year. In the first six grades, the supervisor teaches one 
period, while the classroom teacher follows a suggested procedure for 
the remainder of the week. In the seventh and eighth grades at the 
Mallett School, two periods only are given to music each week, and 
these are conducted by the supervisor. 

During 1953, pupils from the music organization appeared in 
musical programs as follows: Assembly Program, Talent Show, Home 
Demonstration Program, Teachers College Assembly, Western Maine 
Music Festival, Graduation, Education Week Program, Public Orchestra 
Rehearsal, Concert, and Parade of Grades. 

The orchestra, composed of forty-nine members from three schools, 
meets once a week for an hour’s rehearsal this year. Most of these 
pupils are taking lessons from private teachers on their instruments. 

A new group, the glee club, made up of seventh and eighth grade 
_ pupils, was organized in the fall. This group has been earning money 
for choir robes, and with the help of parents and friends, the goal is 
very close to being realized. The robes will be in the school colors, 
maroon and white, and will be here by festival time. An operetta, The 
Bamboo Box, is in preparation at present. 

For the first time, the outside schools will be represented by a 
choral group at the Eastern Maine Music Festival. Selected students 
from the intermediate grades of each school will be organized into a 
glee club to perform before adjudicators in May. 

I should like to express my appreciation to the many people who 
have given their help to further the school music program.

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Report of Art Supervisor

I herewith submit my annual report as Supervisor of Art in the 
public schools of Farmington. 


HIGH SCHOOL 

Sixty-two pupils registered for the Art Course last fall, most of 
whom have more than average ability and are interested in the course. 
Because of a full schedule and conflicts with other subjects the number 
dropped to forty-five The number of classes in the Mallett School has 
increased from eight to fourteen during the past few years. With each 
of these classes and eight rooms in the outlying schools to be visited 
once each week it is impossible for the Supervisor to be at the High 
School more than one day. 

The importance of Art in the school curriculum is becoming more 
evident each year. Thus the need for an Art teacher in the High 
School, that a better, fuller course may be offered, more time given to 
it and a greater number of pupils participating. There is also need of 
a well equipped room in which to work. Until the time comes when 
Farmington High School can have both no satisfactory course can be 
offered as very little can be accomplished in one period once each week. 

The present course follows closely that of the previous year, subject 
to changes as the occasion arises.

ELEMENTARY SCHOOLS 

In the Mallett School and outlying schools the course varies little 
from that of the preceding year. The overcrowded classrooms and the 
fact that there is no room available in which to take the Art classes make 
it necessary to eliminate much of the craft work and the group work so 
important in the integrated program. 

The children take much pleasure in making holiday favors and 
decorations for the Veterans Hospital with used Christmas cards. 

In the Annual State Poppy Poster contest, a poster in Class III by 
a High School Junior and one in Class I by a fourth grade pupil won 
first awards. 

Last spring twenty pupils entered posters in the National “Kindness 
to Animals” poster contest, sponsored by the National Humane Society. 
In this contest a third grade girl in the Farmington Falls School room 
won second award ($15) in Class I, which included grades 3-4-5. 

Parents and friends are always welcome to visit the classes and see 
~the children at work.

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Report of the Board of Selectmen 


To the Citizens of Farmington: 


We wish to take this opportunity to extend our thanks to you, the 
citizens of Farmington, for your continued cooperation in helping us to 
carry out the achievements of the past year. 

There have been some changes made in the office administration 
that we feel are beneficial to you in both economy and service. This 
has been brought about under the direction of your Town Manager. 
There is more to be done and we are confident that under such super- 
vision a more efficient and economical office procedure will be forth- 
coming. 

We believe that our roads and streets have been substantially im- 
proved. There is, of course, much more to be done on our highways 
and steps are being taken in the right direction for a continuing 
improvement. 

The town lines between Farmington and all adjoining towns have 
been perambulated by us during the Fall of 1953 in accordance with 
state laws. 

Our sewer and drainage system remains about the same. Not a 
great deal can be done on these except normal maintenance with the 
available money. We hope that action may be started this coming 
year in gathering data for the cost of a new sewer disposal program 
for the town. We feel that such a project will be a necessity in the near 
future and preparations should be under way soon. 

The town 1s fortunate in that comparatively little damage was done 
by the flood of a year ago thereby relieving us of heavy expenditures 
that so many others encountered. 

Some of our duties have been rather disagreeable but we have tried 
to carry them out in a manner which would be most beneficial to the 
people of the town. 
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We would like to thank the Town Manager at this time for his 
very fine cooperation and assistance. Those of us whose privilege it 
has been to work closely with him this first year know that he is en- 
deavoring to give you, the citizens, the best possible services to which 
you are entitled. 

We are proud to have worked with him and for you.

Selectmen of Farmington. 
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Report of Town Manager 


Following is a brief summary of the past year’s activities in those 
departments of the town government which are under the supervision 
of the selectmen and manager: 


Protections — Since June 15, 1953 it has been possible to furnish police 
service from six o'clock A.M., to ten o'clock P.M., of each week day. 
This has been made possible through revenue received from parking 
meters and no expenses for police or traffic control have been paid from 
funds collected through property taxes. Quite extensive patrol has 
been maintained, particularly on school bus routes and in sections where 
excessive motor vehicle speeding seemed prevalent. All local police 
officers — both full-time and part-time—have regularly attended a 
training school held on one evening of each week since November. 
Instruction during this program has been furnished by officers of the 
Maine State Police and by local attorneys. The efforts of all those who 
have contributed to the success of the training program is sincerely 
appreciated. 

The fire department is to be complimented on its efficiency and for 
the manner in which its apparatus is maintained. It is recommended 
that the town seriously consider the addition of a combination tank truck 
and pumping engine to the equipment of the department. 


Public Works — State aid road construction funds were expended for 
construction and tar surface treatment of 1400 feet of new work in the 
Bonney Woods section of state aid designation No. 6, and for comple- 
tion and tar surface treatment of 1800 feet on the northerly section of 
the same road. This second section had been graded and based during 
1951 and 1952. 

State aid road designation No. 15 — locally known as the Lucy 
Knowles road — was completed with the use of town funds appropri- 
ated for that purpose. This work consisted of new construction of 1000 
feet and the application of tar surface treatment on 4100 feet. This 
designation is now completed.

The Town Road Improvement Fund allocation was expended on 
the Holley road and Morrison hill road and consisted of ditching, in- 
stallation of culverts and application of 3873 yards of gravel. 

A special appropriation for the Marwick corner road was used to 
relocate a section 425 feet in length in order to eliminate two right- 
angle turns. 

Belcher road was treated with two coats of tar surface, the shoul- 
ders and gutters paved and necessary culverts installed. 

The condition of a previously tar surfaced section of the so-called 
town farm road was found to be such that removal of the tar surface 
was necessary. Surface gravel was then applied to this section, fol- 
lowed by two coats of tar surface on 1.3 miles. 

A fire protection driveway at Farmington Falls was completed with 
the special appropriation voted for the purpose. 

Anticipated construction of a section of the Russell’s Mills road was 
not done because of lack of time. Funds appropriated for this purpose 
are carried forward and the work will be done as early in 1954 as is 
possible. 

A new bridge has been constructed over Wilson stream on the 
Webster road to replace the bridge washed out in the flood of last 
March. 

The amount of $4,240.49 was received from the State of Maine 
from the Flood Damage Repair Fund provided by the 1953 Legislature. 
Of this amount $3,158.86 was for aid in rebuilding the Webster bridge 
and $1,081.63 for repairing general road damage. 

A definite plan of drainage on unimproved roads has been carried 
out and most certainly should be continued. 

Three small sections of sidewalk were constructed and some side- 
walk maintenance work done. A definite program of sidewalk con- 
struction is planned for future years. 

General maintenance, consisting of rebuilding of catch basins and 
man holes, cleaning and flushing of sewer lines, and cleaning sewer 
outfalls has been carried on by the sewer maintenance crew. This seems 
to be a never ending problem and one which requires constant attention. 

Extensive repair work and painting has been done to equipment at 
the highway department garage. 


Welfare — Relief expenditures continue to be high. A large percentage 
of the amount expended for this purpose is for supplemental aid to per- 
sons receiving old age assistance but who require nursing home care or 
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hospitalization, the expense of which can be only partially met by their 
income. 

An increase in the cost of aid to dependent children can be expected 
during the coming year. 


Finances — The amount of $10,609.79 has been paid on outstanding 
notes and equipment purchase contracts. 

As authorized at a town meeting held on September 2, 1953, notes 
in the total amount of $10,122.01 have been issued to cover the cost of 
construction of the Webster bridge and of the town’s share of the esti- 
mated cost of construction of Williams bridge No. 1 on route 156. 


Tax Collections — Outstanding taxes and tax liens at the close of the 
year are slightly higher than for past years. 

Motor vehicle excise tax collections were higher than in previous 
years. However, it would seem that a decrease in excise tax receipts 
might be anticipated in 1954. 


I wish to take this opportunity to thank publicly those with whom 
it has been my privilege to work during the past ten months, and to 
thank particularly the members of the board of selectmen for their coun- 
sel and cooperation.

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Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the Superintending School Committee: 


William G. Carr, Executive Secretary, National Education Associ- 
ation, writing on the topic — How to Criticize Your Schools — says, “ If 
your schools today duplicate the ones you attended as a child, they are 
probably poor schools. ‘It was good enough for me and therefore good 
enough for the younger generation’ is a doctrine profoundly hostile to 
the American spirit.” He goes on to state further that we adults have 
not done so superbly well in handling wars and depressions and other 
catastrophies, that we may assume that the education we received was 
ideal; that children entering school today will spend most of their lives 
in the last half of the 20th Century and that schools cannot remain un- 
changed while every other phase of life is transformed. 

In the light of the above it might be well as we appraise our schools 
to ask ourselves if we are thinking in terms of today and tomorrow or in 
terms of yester - days. As we think and plan for the schools of to- 
morrow are we willing to think in terms of the times in which we are 
living and those in which today’s children are going to live 30 - 40 - 
and 50 years hence? 

It would appear that the majority of people in Farmington are 
agreed as to the need for more school facilities — particularly school 
housing. However there seems to be great differences as to what con- 
stitutes a suitable location and a desirable site. It is believed that most 
people in Farmington will agree that they want the best they can afford 
for their children. To determine what is best for the children it would 
seem proper to seek the advice of those who are considered authorities 
in such matters. In seeking such information one repeatedly finds such 
statements as safe and healthful conditions for pupils and teachers — 
freedom from disturbing noises — freedom from obnoxious odors —— 
surroundings that will tend to create a feeling of PRIDE, HAPPINESS 
and CONTENTMENT. 

Practically all writing and studies relative to school buildings place 
great importance on size of site and its surroundings. The following 
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statements are illustrative of such thinking: — The physical factors to 
be considered in determining school sites are such as high traffic high- 
ways, railroads and other transportation lines, geographical barriers 
and large tracts of private lands where trespassing is prohibited such as 
estates, cemeteries, golf courses and other private grounds. ‘There is 
almost universal acceptance among educators today of the idea that a 
very important part of education must be carried on outside the school 
building but during regular school hours. This phase of educational 
work is concerned primarily with the development of health, physical 
and mental poise, worthy use of leisure time, and growth in tolerance, 
team work and a spirit of fair play. Such thinking requires that a 
high school be located on a site large enough to permit the development 
of physical education and recreation facilities adequate to meet the needs 
of all the children in the school. Quoting further from the above source, 
“This phase of secondary education is considered of sufficient impor- 
tance to rank size of school site above centrality of location.” Further- 
more few studies or writings can be found which recommend less than 
from 10 to 25 acres for a site for a high school with an enrollment of 
300 pupils. 

It is generally agreed that we do not need a large or elaborate build- 
ing but if needed indoor space is sacrificed then sufficient outdoor space 
should be provided if it is available for a reasonable amount of money. 
For, it is felt that if the outdoor area is large enough many activities 
can be carried on there which cannot be carried on in cramped indoor 
quarters. To spend money for residences for the sake of acquiring a 
few additional feet of land on a particular spot seems unwise if sufh- 
cient suitable cleared land can be secured for. less money. 

In keeping with thots previously expressed one must be convinced 
that traffic noises caused by nearness to main highways or steep inclines 
which require shifting the gears of heavy traffic and noises and other 
distractions caused by nearness to amusement places or carnival-like en- 
tertainment can be very distracting influences in a classroom. If school 
musical organizations are distracting now, surely the confused noises 
coming from a fairground midway would be unbearable thruout the 
duration of fair. 

‘Buildings unused and without custodial care for long portions of 
the year such as grandstand, booths, stables and exhibition halls and even 
cemeteries in the proximity of a school building can become a source 
of serious annoyance to the effective operation of a school as well as the 
cause of serious disciplinary problems both during and outside of school 
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hours. Furthermore unpleasant odors produced by burning of rubbish 
in the neighborhood of a school could become most upsetting. 

Before we launch a permanent project which must serve the com- 
munity for many years let’s be sure that we are not committing our- 
selves to something we will regret in a few years. Let’s make our 
decisions on the basis of the sound and considered judgment of people 
who ought to be in a position to know what is wisest and best.

SCHOOL BUILDINGS 

The following repairs and improvements have been made in school 
buildings during the past year: 

Mallett School — Several classrooms were redecorated, the lower 
corridor floor was stripped and refinished and the tar and gravel roof 
repaired in several places. 

Fairbanks — New, modern type lighting fixtures were installed. 

West Farmington — Little was done beyond the usual summer reno- 
vating. 

Farmington Falls — Extensive alterations were made in the front 
entry and stairways and toilets were moved from the unsanitary base- 
ment to the first floor. In addition new concrete steps were installed at 
the front entrance. 

Briggs — New lighting fixtures were installed and the interior was 
redecorated. Additional land was added for playground purposes. 
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High School— Several classrooms and the corridors were re- 
decorated, the teachers’ room was refurnished and redecorated, the par- 
tition between the furnace room and audio-visual room was fireproofed, 
the audio-visual room was repainted, the tile flooring was completed in 
the lower corridor and the principal’s office was enlarged and equipped 
with new lighting fixtures. 

It was anticipated that it would be possible to take care of other 
building maintenance items last year but some of the projects were 
considerably more expensive than had been expected so that it was 
necessary to postpone the following until the coming year. 

High School: Improve roof drainage around west entrance and 
point-up masonry in several places. In addition repainting both inside 
and outside must be continued and lighting should be improved in the 
typewriting room and science laboratory. 

At West Farmington it is hoped to be able to convert the basement 
into an assembly and lunch room. When this is completed some altera- 
tions should eventually be made to the entrance of the building so as 
to have a direct approach to the basement from the front entrance. It 
is expected to be able to paint the building this year. 

The Fairbanks school should also have alterations made in the 
basement so as to provide an activity room and enlarged lunch facilities. 
It is quite probable that some saving could be realized in heating if the 
building were insulated and it would seem that this should be an item 
for future consideration. 

At the Falls it is hoped eventually to be able to renovate the base- 
ment sufficiently to make a small lunch room there and thus relieve the 
upstairs entry-way of this confusion. 

With the addition of more playground space at the Briggs School it 
would seem that most of our work there this year should be centered on 
the improvement of this area.

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Report of the High School Principal 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of Farmington, 


I submit my report of the activities of Farmington High School 
for the year of 1954-55: 


This has been a very busy year for our school both in the classroom 
and in our out-of-class activities. We have tried to maintain a high 
standard of work in the classroom and at the same time carry on the 
many activities outside. We have had many students go on to higher 
education with gratifying success. Our athletes, musicians, and actors 
have had their share of success in competition with other schools. 

An outstanding achievement scholastically this year was to have 
our school placed on the roster of accredited schools of the Association 
of New England Colleges and Secondary Schools. This is, indeed, a 
step upward for Farmington High. 

We have added another classroom activity this year which should 
prove of great value to our young people — driver education. This is 
popular with them and should enable them to have the right concepts in 
dealing with such an important phase of everyday living. 

_ During the spring of 1954, our students participated in the various 
speaking contests, such as the County Contest, the Spear Contest, the 
University of Maine Speech Day. Farmington High sponsored the 
Career Day for the County in 1954. This proved highly successful this 
year and served the intended purpose, namely, to give the students some 
insight to various types of professions and careers. 

Our athletes took part in the usual spring contests. We were suc- 
cessful in retaining the county championship in track again this year. 

Our musicians had their share of activities. Two of their activities 
I do want to mention in passing — the Sandy-Andy Music Day and the 
Eastern Maine Music Festival. The Sandy-Andy Music Day brings to- 
gether about two hundred or more of the County students in an activity 
where they put aside the idea of trying to surpass each other and try to 
cooperate with each other. Farmington High sponsored another huge 
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undertaking in playing the part of host to the Eastern Maine Music 
Festival. Miss Perkins will give more detail to this. The memories of 
the parade with all the beautiful uniforms will linger for a long time 
in the minds of the citizens who witnessed this part of the Festival. 

After the new school year began, we had our usual fall sports of 
football, and field hockey for girls. The girls bring credit to our school 
as well as the boys. They have been winning their share of victories in 
competition with other schools. We sponsored the County Basketball 
Tournament this year. In the matter of winter sports, our ski team car- 
ried our colors to the top in State competition, and even in New Eng- 
land competition did an outstanding performance. We won the title 
of State Champs at Bethel and finished third in the New England meet 
which was the third great undertaking for our school this year. 

To carry on these many activities requires a great amount of money. 
Our school depends on the sale of activity tickets and game tickets en- 
tirely for the needed revenue. I hope that the Town will see its way to 
raise some money in the near future to help sponsor these activities 
which are just as much a part in the building of citizenship as the text- 
books in the classroom. 

To the teachers who have so ably handled these many activities, we 
extend our congratulations.

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Report of Music Supervisor

Dear Mr. Green: 


I herewith submit my annual report as Supervisor of Music. 


I. HIGH SCHOOL 

Music festivals were the highlights of the music program during the 
past year. 

In April, Farmington entertained the Sandy-Andy student musicians 
as the combined choruses, bands and orchestras from this area gave a 
concert in the Community Center. In March of this year, a similar 
event will take place in Wilton. 

Later in April, the second annual All-State Concert Festival was 
held in Augusta. To a festival of this kind, delegates from various high 
schools are prepared in advance by their supervisors, and then sent to 
work in composite groups under outstanding directors. The chorus, 
orchestra and band included about 500 students from Maine high schools. 
Farmington High School was represented by twenty-two students. 

In May, Farmington was host to the Eastern Maine Music Festival, 
and entertained approximately 3,500 high school musicians from the 
eastern section of the state. The generous response of the people of the 
town to requests for help in this project, was the biggest factor in the 
huge success of this activity. In 1955, Belfast will be the host town. 

South Portland is entertaining the All-State Concert Festival in 
April, with Farmington teachers in charge of two of the composite 
groups. Principal Charles H. Diehl is Manager of Band, and Iola H. 


Perkins is Manager of Orchestra. The duties of a manager include 
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the selection of a balanced group from applications which come in from 
over the state, and to see that things run smoothly for the conductor 
throughout the festival. Thirty-one Farmington students will attend. 


The Orchestra 

The orchestra had the honor of being selected by a national com- 
mittee as one of the outstanding music groups in the country. This en- 
titles the organization to appear in FIRST CHAIR OF AMERICA, a 
national yearbook which honors students and directors who have done 
noteworthy work in the field of music. The yearbook will be delivered 
in March to those who ordered them, and will contain both group and 
individual pictures relative to the organizations so honored. 

This year, instead of sharing the band uniforms, the orchestra will 
have outfits of its own. They will be of the same material and colors 
as those of the band, but will be of a different style, and will include 
skirts for the girls. 

The string orchestra is made up of twenty-four of the string players, 
and meet once a week. 
~ Out of its enrollment of fifty-two, the orchestra will send twenty 
members to South Portland to participate in the All-State Orchestra. 

Performances of this group, as a whole, in small ensembles, or in 
solo, include: Pop Concert, Sandy-Andy Concert, All-State Festival at 
Augusta, Eastern Maine Music Festival, Graduation, Grange (twice), 


Old South Bazaar, D.A.R., Assembly, and the Literary Club. 


The Band 

The marching band of approximately thirty-five students, under the 
direction of Principal Charles Diehl, put in much time and hard work 
outside school hours getting ready for parades, games, and tournaments. 
Lights were turned on, so that drill might continue after dark. The 
result was a trim marching band. As this group prepares for spring 
engagements, it will have more members, for the greater part of the 
concert band will be marching at the spring festival. 

The concert band numbers forty-five. This is under the direction 
of the music supervisor. Aside from working on numbers to be used 
by the marching band, it has presented one program of concert music 
to aid the orchestra in its fund-raising campaign. Five members will 
represent the school in the All-State Band. 

An addition to the instrumental department is a pair of fine pedal 
tympani (kettle drums), which will be used in both orchestra and 
concert band. The old set, which was purchased second-hand about 
twenty years ago, will still be used in the grade school. 
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The Choir 

This group has seventy members, and is divided into two sections. 
The boys’ choir, meeting twice a week, consists of fifteen singers, and 
has sung at the Sandy-Andy concert, Eastern Maine Music Festival, an 
assembly and two concerts. One member has been selected to participate 
in the All-State Chorus. The girls’ choir also meets twice a week, has a 
performance schedule like that of the boys, and is sending five of its 
number to All-State Chorus. On one day a week, these two sections 
combine, and working as a unit, prepare programs for such events as 
the Sandy-Andy concert, the Eastern Maine Music Festival, and the 
annual Christmas concert. 


Il. ELEMENTARY SCHOOLS 

All five schools were represented at the Eastern Maine Music Fes- 
tival, both in the adjudication program and the parade. One organiza- 
tion that received many favorable comments was the Sandy River Ele- 
mentary Chorus. This chorus consisted of forty-five children in grades 
four, five, and six from the Fairbanks, Farmington Falls, West Farm- 
ington, and Briggs Schools. They had only one rehearsal as a unit 
before their audition. A similar group will be formed this year. 


The music organizations of the Mallett School, either as a whole 
or in part, participated in programs as follows: Aaron Slick (incidental 
music), Sandy-Andy concert, Home Demonstration program, chapel 
program at Teachers College, Eastern Maine Music Festival, two con- 
certs, Grange, Parade of Grades, and the operetta, “ The Bamboo Box ”. 
There are now forty in the orchestra, and sixty in the glee club. 


A most efficient parents’ committee, organized by Mrs. Lucille 
Fronk, presented the hilarious comedy “ Aaron Slick” to assist in the 
purchase of robes for the glee club. The proceeds of this, together with 
the supper which preceded the play, put the fund over the top, and the 
robes were worn at the May festival. This year, increased enrollment 
made it necessary to order more, the cost of which is being met by the 
music organizations. Also, six new violin outfits were purchased, and 
placed in the hands of the younger children. 


In May, a new festival idea will be tried. Instead of traveling with 
the high school groups to the Eastern Maine Music Festival, a similar 
festival will be held in town for elementary schools only. With the 
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exception of the parade, the procedure will follow closely that set up by 
the festival association. An adjudicator has been engaged, and there 
will be an evening concert. 


In conclusion, I should like to express my appreciation to the par- 
ents and friends of the boys and girls for their splendid help, and espe- 
cially to those who have worked so hard in order that the members of 
our music organizations may be suitably uniformed.

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Report of Art Supervisor 


Report of the Art Supervisor of the Farmington Public Schools to 
Mr. J. Arthur Green, Superintendent of the Farmington Schools, for 
the school year 1954-55. 


Following our initial conference on the teaching of Art in the public 
schools of Farmington, objectives in this area of education were ascer- 
tained: 


General Objective: 


1. That the Art supervisor will help the classroom teachers to 
understand and apply all tenable art techniques and crafts 
that enrich the learning situation — individual and col- 
lective. 


Mr. Ermo H. Scott, President of the Farmington State Teachers 
College, together with Mr. J. Arthur Green, approved and initiated an 
Art Extension Course, offered by the College to the adults of the Farm- 
ington area. The course was especially helpful in offering to the teachers 
of Farmington opportunities in improving their background in art 
fundamentals and techniques. Thirty-five adults completed this fifteen 
week intensive course in Art. 

The success was measured by individual achievement in drawing, 
painting, design, color studies, composition, printing in silk screen and 
lino-block and metal craft. 

The school children of Farmington will profit by the fact that the 


majority of enrollees in this course were Farmington teachers. 


Specific Objectives: 
The aims of the art program are 
1. To integrate art with all subject-matter of the school cur- 
riculum. 


2. To give an understanding of the simple basic spatial shapes 
as a prerequisite to skill in drawing. 
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To build on the understanding of the simple basic spatial 
relations an understanding of dimensional shapes. The 
skill and ability to draw things of a more difficult and com- 
plex nature follows. 

To help teachers realize that to teach individuals requires 
variety and patience for pupil and teacher to arrive to- 
gether at the same goal. 

To use objects in teaching art that have value and meaning 
to the life of the one being taught. 

To realize that art-expressiveness is a power of communica- 
tion, and to learn to communicate with other people is a 
prime objective of education. 

To provide the child, besides intellectual understanding of 
the world around him, access to “approved” emotional 
release through “art expression ”. 

To see that in as far as is possible, with existing facilities, 
art in the school system has practical application in the 
life of the child. 

And to understand that Art is the ability to express and 
execute an idea with efficiency, economy, practicability and 
beauty. 


The art supervisor teaches Art at the Farmington High School 
one day of each week. Another High School course, “ Household Arts 
and Crafts”, is taught one period daily. 

The Mallett School program is supervised two days each week, and 
the remaining time is spent supervising, teaching and consulting at the 
Fairbanks, Briggs, West Farmington and Farmington Falls schools. 

As the understanding, levels of ability and readiness permit, the 
achievement in creative arts in the Farmington schools will rise to con- 
stantly new levels each year; dependent, that is, on the physical facilities

Annual Report of 
Public Health Nursing Service 


FARMINGTON — 1954 


We know today that good mental health is equally as important as 
good physical health. The happy individual is essentially a well person. 
Likewise, as parents wisely satisfy their children’s hunger for food they 
need for physical growth, they are today learning something about the 
child’s hunger for security, love and pleasure — those important com- 
ponents of a child’s emotional growth. The mere absence of disease 
does not imply that people are enjoying maximum health. Thus it 
becomes necessary for us to develop healthful attitudes for use in our 
daily lives. 

The school child is “the parent of tomorrow ” and it is important 
that he be aware of the reasons for developing healthful attitudes toward 
greater assurances of success in his chosen work and to live a happier 
life. Our school health program is being geared more to meet the child’s 
interest in health. He is encouraged in the school environment to assume 
responsibility for his health just as he is given the responsibility for his 
lessons and his behavior. The school child is included in the planning 
and reasons for his routine school health examinations as well as his 
need for protection against Diphtheria, Whooping cough, Tetanus and 
Smallpox. The school lunch program is an important factor in teaching 
the school child good food habits. Through the dental clinic many 
children overcome their fear of the dentist. Music, Art and Physical 
Education activities also serve in developing a healthful well-rounded 
guide for living. 

Your Public Health Nurse also realizes that knowledge and atti- 
tudes are best learned in the more intimate circle of the home. During 
the home visit it is often a very comforting experience to share one’s 
problems and work out together the needs of a child, an expectant mother 
or other member of the family group. 
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The continual growth of the monthly Child Health Conterence, 
sponsored by your community Health Council, is another indication 
that mothers of our infant and preschool population are adopting health- 
ful attitudes in seeking early protection from childhood diseases and 
medical care for the young child. The mother is encouraged to seek 
information that relates to the emotional growth of her child as well 
as to his physical growth. 

In many instances during the past year, when a certain problem 
of the family group has seemingly become too complex, it has been help- 
ful to meet with the members of our community “counseling group.” 
This small group of professional workers is often able to suggest health- 
ful approaches in bettering an unhappy situation. 

The health workers in our community are making every effort to 
further develop good social and emotional attitudes as well as good 
physical health habits. Our doctors, clergy, teachers and other profes- 
sional workers continue to strive toward this goal. As our community 
projects grow, increasing numbers of volunteer workers give generously 
of their time. It is indeed a heartwarming experience for your Public 
Health Nurse to work in such a friendly and healthful atmosphere.

Under a separate sheet you have a report of your Treasurer. This 
report discloses only the available income and disbursements from the 
various funds. In two instances there appears an overdraft, namely: 
The Gilman Fund in the amount of $36.32, and the Perkins Fund in 
the amount of $ .42. These overdrafts will be deducted from available 
income for the next year, and are not charged to the principal. 

All of the funds with the exception of the Lauriston Smith Fund 
and the Cutler Memorial Fund are ear-marked for the purchase of 
Books. ‘The income from these funds is not available for any other 
purpose than that provided for by the grantors. At the present time 
the income from the Smith fund is providing the money to commence 
the much needed re-cataloguing of the non-fiction books. There is only 
left $285.16 of unexpended income for this purpose. The Library Asso- 
ciation is therefore going to need at least five hundred ($500.00) dollars 
from the Town of Farmington this coming year to assist in continuing 
this work. 
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One can readily see that all of the money which the Town of Farm- 
ington has granted the Association this last year has been spent and that 
there is only $11.01 left in the Treasurer’s hands as of December 31, 
1954. Although there is the sum of $2,411.72 available for use in the 
Cutler Memorial Fund, yet this amount is already ear-marked for ex- 
penditure for much needed repairs to the exterior of the building, gutters 
and foundation.

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Report of Chief of Fire Department 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Farmington: 


To my knowledge there has never been a report of the Fire De- 
partment in the Annual Town Report. This has been due to the 
fact that the Fire Company is maintained by the Farmington Village 
Corporation. By maintenance, I mean they provide the station, equip 
us with boots, coats, etc. and pay us a set sum each year for all fires 
inside the Corporation limits. As the town proper contributes its share 
toward the operation of the Department I feel it only right to inform 
them of our activities. 

During the year we answered a total of 84 calls. These consisted 
of 18 calls inside the Corporation, 4 in the Suburban Water District, 
60 within the town limits and 2 in New Vineyard. The following is a 
breakdown of the town fires: 


Chimney 3] Grass 2 
Building 17 Short circuit ] 
Car i Dump calls 5 
Brush 2 False alarm l 


We have been most fortunate in not having any large scale fires. 
The Butler property on Pleasant Street was our major loss of the year, 
at an estimated $18,000. As you can see we are still busy on chimney 
fires, but these are minor compared to years back due to oil installa- 
tions and, I believe, people today seem to be more fire conscious. Grass 
fires in the Spring were a major headache, but now these are at a 
minimum. 

As you will no doubt notice, there is an article in the warrant to 
raise the sum of $7,000, approved by the Budget Committee, to put with 
the $2,000 raised last year for the purchase of a new tank truck. This 
tank truck will be of a 1,000 gal. capacity with a 500 gal. per minute 
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front end pump. The purchase of this truck has two prime factors in 
its favor. At the present time we maintain one pump capable of pump- 
ing at areas outside the hydrant district. This truck will give us an- 
other pump with a total capacity of four lines in conjunction with its 
tank load. The second factor is that we will place our present tanker 
at Farmington Falls. They have an excellent volunteer department 
there which is wholly self-maintained. The tanker will be maintained 
by them but will still be the property of the town with the understand- 
ing if we need its services in any part of the town it will be sent on call. 
It will also provide a protection for property there. 

I would like to stress something that I believe to be of the utmost 
importance to those people in the outlying areas. The Osborne fire is 
still fresh in our minds. We never could have saved what we did with- 
out their having a farm pond. This, in itself, should be an incentive 
to those who have the facilities, to have one for their own protection. 
Also, incidentally there is nothing that makes a department feel more 
helpless than stand around with all kinds of equipment and no chance 
to use it. 

This report is for the Town of Farmington only.

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Summary and Suggestions of the 
Sewer Survey Committee 


The last detailed installment of the sewer survey has been published 
in The Franklin Journal and it is our hope that you have a fair insight 
as to the overall conditions of the present sewage and storm drain system. 
The committee now wishes to give a brief summary and suggestions 
for your consideration. 

As you know from the lengthy report recently edited that there are 
sections in the town that will be satisfactory for several years with only 
normal maintenance. There are other sections of the sewer system that 
are going to need attention in the very near future and which presently 
require more than average maintenance. These sections are becoming 
more acute each year. We also have in this town several sections of 
sewer and storm drains that are not adequate for present needs. They 
are, and have been for the past few years, in a near constant state of 
paralysis. This is a condition that should be corrected as soon as 
practical. 

Reviewing the present sewer disposal system which is becoming 
progressively inadequate as to its primary functions of health and con- 
venience, the committee recommends that a survey of the entire built-up 
section of Farmington be made by a competent and recognized engi- 
neering company at a cost not to exceed $2,500. This survey is to in- 
clude detailed plans of the streets, buildings, grades, contours and pro- 
posed sewer design; also plans showing the type of sewage disposal 
works recommended, plan of watershed areas; and actual elevations of 
street intersections and an estimated cost of the entire project. 

This is a project so necessary and important for the health and wel- 
fare of our community that your committee urges consideration of insti- 
tuting a self-supporting SEWER DISTRICT as a practical and eco- 
nomical approach to the situation confronting us. 

We sincerely trust that the information and suggestions that we 
have rendered will prove a valuable asset to the Town of Farmington.

In order that the public may be better informed regarding the activi- 
ties of those municipal departments which are under the supervision of 
the selectmen and manager, we submit the following brief summary: 


Protections — Police service from six o'clock A.M., to ten o'clock P.M., 
of each week day has been continued. In addition to much time spent 
in the metered area of the town, the officers have spent as much time as 
possible in the patrol of several sections of town and on heavily traveled 
school bus routes. 

The fire department thas continued to render excellent service to the 
community. The addition of a combination tank truck and pumper to 
the apparatus of this department during 1955 is urgently recommended. 


Public Works — Weather conditions during the summer and fall of 1954 
made impossible the carrying out of projects for which special appropri- 
ations had been voted. You will note, in the departmental accounts 
section of this annual report, that all balances of special appropriations 
have been carried forward so that these projects can be completed when 
practical. As the result of being unable to work on special projects, it 
was necessary for nearly all expenditures in the highway department to 
be made from the general Highways and Bridges account. This fact, 
together with expenditures of over seven thousand dollars for repairing 
damage resulting from hurricanes, made total expenditures from the 
Highways and Bridges account much greater than in any normal year. 
Reimbursement received from the State of Maine and from the Federal 
Government through the Office of Maine Civil Defense and Public 
Safety aided materially in reducing the local cost of hurricane flood dam- 
age repair. 

No expenditures from the Town Road Improvement Fund were 
made during 1954. This account does not appear in this annual report 
as the fund consists entirely of state money which is not paid to the 
town until after the town has made an actual expenditure of the annual 
apportionment. However, this grant remains to the credit of the town 
and is available for expenditure together with the 1955 apportionment. 
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All brush has been cut and burned within the right-of-way of the 
unimproved 6/10ths of one mile of State Aid road #7 between Knowl- 
ton’s Corner and North Chesterville but no actual construction was 
attempted. An appropriation of $2,666 for 1955 will result in a fund 
of $8,777.34 being available for construction on this road during this 

ear. 
( Some grading and base work were done on the Russell’s Mills road 
but this work had to be left uncompleted because of rains. 

Two 6-foot pipes were purchased to replace the bridge on the Red 
Schoolhouse road but have not been installed. 

A part of the appropriation for Perham Hill road was used for 
cutting and burning brush. 

13,000 gallons of tar were applied as retreatment work on streets. 

An asphalt surface was placed on the sidewalk at Abbott Hill and 
on a section of Quebec Street. Sidewalk construction at Farmington 
Falls should be deferred until definite information is obtained as to the 
relocation of the state highway. 

Effective sewer maintenance was very difficult during the past year 
with many lines being loaded beyond capacity. Work of rebuilding 
catch basins has been continued and some new basins have been con- 
structed. Several streets need additional drainage through the installa- 
tion of additional catch basins but this work can not be done because 
of the danger of further overloading the sewer lines. 

Three new trucks have been bought for the highway department 
as replacements. All equipment is believed to be in good condition. 


Welfare — Relief costs have been very high during 1954 but there is an 
indication that this may be reduced somewhat during the coming year. 
A reduction in the appropriation for support of poor has been recom- 
mended. 


Finances — A Webster and Williams Bridge note in the amount of 
$3,622.01 has been paid from funds appropriated, and the amount of 
$4,671.00 has been paid from the Equipment Account on notes and con- 
tracts for equipment purchase.

Tax Collections —97%4°%, of the 1954 tax commitment had been re- 
ceived at the close of the fiscal year. Motor vehicle excise tax receipts 
were the highest ever received. 


The continued cooperation of town employees and members of the 
budget committee is thoroughly appreciated. To the members of the 
board of selectmen I wish to extend thanks for advice and assistance 
in an attempt to carry out a practical municipal program.

To the Citizens of Farmington: 


The fiscal year 1954 brings to a close the second year of town man- 
agement under Mr. Quimby. Your Board of Selectmen through two 
years of experience with him has a great deal of respect for his judge- 
ment and ability. 


We hope that through your continued support, the coming year 
will prove more beneficial in services to our community. 


We feel that a great deal of consideration should be given to a 
long range program for our sewer system. It should be realized that 
there is a great deal of pressure to bear on the state for freeing our 
streams and rivers from industrial and sewerage pollution. This no 
doubt will be enforced by law within a few years. 


Your Board of Selectmen would also like for you to consider well 
the revaluation, in the very near future, of taxable property within the 
Town. This may be accomplished by professional assessors or by a 
group of local men chosen for this purpose. 


We have one other thought that may prove of value to you for more 
economical administration of the services required. It is our hope that 
you will consider the benefits that could be derived by having a Plan- 
ning Board to work in conjunction with your governing bodies. Your 
Town Manager and Board of Selectmen are unable to give you any long 
range program of services under the terms of their contracts. A Plan- 
ning Board could, with your approval, propose a program which we 
believe would be more economical to pursue. It is our desire that before 
the year is out we can give you a better insight as to the advantages 
of a Planning Board. 
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We present these thoughts for consideration by the citizens of 
Farmington. 


At this time we wish to extend our thanks to you, the Town Man- 
ager and other town officials for your continued cooperation and assist- 
ance.

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Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the Superintending School Committee: 


If we subscribe to the proposition that Ours is a Democracy of the 
people, for the people and by the people, we must then dedicate our- 
selves to the corollary proposition that the education of these people is, 
of necessity, the source from which it derives its sustenance and its 
bulwark of defense from attack by the infiltration of other idealogies. 
A second corollary following the first must be that the support of 
Education is a function, a responsibility and an obligation of that 
Democracy and not essentially one of private individuals and institu- 
tions. This, however, does not deny the latter that privilege. If we 
accept the above hypothesis, then ways and means for properly support- 
ing such an undertaking must be found. It cannot be accepted as 
economically sound that only a certain rough percentage of our tax 
dollar can be allocated to education or that the cost of education must 
always be in a certain fixed ratio to valuation. 


Our conception of manpower and its relation to mass production 
has changed greatly since the days of the industrial revolution. No 
longer can man be a dull slave of the machine but rather must he be 
its creator and its master. Such a goal calls for a broad concept of 
Education which is constantly expanding and reaching out into ramifi- 
cations far more extensive than earlier concepts. 


During the recent White House Conference many participants and 
people in high places of government insisted that greater financial 
support for education could in general be derived from state and local 
sources. Regardless of whether or not we accept this premise, it still 
devolves upon the local community to fill the gap between the cost of 
its educational needs and any financial support coming from extra-local 
sources. If this devolvement becomes an excessive burden then we 
should try to persuade those in high places of government that assis- 
tance should be forthcoming from other sources. 


Ay 


The above is a plea for the adequate support of Education in the 
Town of Farmington and perhaps it should have been stated in those 
simple terms. Although some may not agree with the philosophy 
underlying the program, I believe it is professionally sound and that 
there is in Farmington a good program of education worthy of ade- 
quate support. I would not, however, be so naive as to maintain that 
similar results could not be achieved in other ways. ‘There are very 
few tasks which can be accomplished by one single right method.

SCHOOL BUILDINGS 

The following repairs and improvements have been made in school 
buildings during the past year. 

Mallett School — Several classrooms and toilet rooms were redeco- 
rated and the auditorium floor stripped and refinished. 

Fairbanks — Little was done beyond the usual summer renovating. 

West Farmington — The basement was reconditioned and made 
into a cafeteria and general purpose room. The work included re- 
surfacing’ with concrete the floor and walls, installation of new ceiling 
lights and overhead heating, and a new stairway approach and fire 
exit door were installed. In addition to the above funds were used 
from the cafeteria account for purchase of an electric stove and hot 
wate heater as well as new chairs and tables. 

Farmington Falls — Work at this school included only the usual 
summer renovations.

Briggs — No work was done here other than routine summer 
cleaning. 

High School — Several classrooms were redecorated. The masonry 
of both front entrances was repaired and the walks leading to the 
building were resurfaced. 

Repairs for the coming year should include continued redecorating 
of classrooms in all schools, improved cafeteria quarters at the Falls and 
Fairbanks schools and some exterior painting. 

It is hoped that the new high school building will be ready for 
occupancy early in the fall term of 1956.

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Annual Report of 
High School Principal 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of the Town 
of Farmington: 


The enrollment of Farmington High School increased to 303 in 
the fall of 1955 which places us among the Class L schools in the state 
according to the State Principals Association ruling. 

There were several faculty changes this year: Mrs. Elizabeth Knox 
and Mr. Davis Burnell joined the English department, and Mr. 
Norman Gray, the Commercial department. Mrs. Marjorie Reed is 
our new French teacher. 

There were no major changes in the curriculum. 

Reports on our Art and Music Departments will be given else- 
where by their respective directors, Mr. Leo Ryan and Miss Iola 
Perkins. 

An active Future Homemakers of America Club is under the 
guidance of Mrs. Thais Linscott who has also given of her time as 
chaperone of the girl cheerleaders. 

Guidance work has been expanded under the direction of Mr. 
Walter Reed. Once a week, teacher-pupil interviews are held in an 
effort to make counselling a personal, vital thing which will be of 
real value both to the pupil and to the faculty in dealing with him. 

Extra-curricular activities have been much the same as last year. 
The Senior play was coached by Mr. Robert Greenleaf under whose 
sponsorship a Dramatics Club is being formed. Prize speaking was 
handled by Mrs. Dorothy Sayward, Mrs. Marion Bryant, Mrs. Lois 
Bennett, and Mr. Greenleaf. Mr. Timothy Mayo has initiated a Com- 
mercial Club to encourage interest in this field. Girls sports have been 
handled by our Physical Education director, Mrs. Estella McLean. 
Boys’ sports have been coached by Mr. Robert Frieberg, Mr. Timothy 
Mayo, Mr. Richard Gould, Mr. Theodore Emery, Mr. Robert Downes, 
and Mr. Davis Burnell. Driver Education, started last year, is taught 
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by Mr. Alden Mitchell. Audio-visual equipment is an important part 
of our teaching. Mr. Theodore Emery supervises its use. 

Our high school activities are financed by money from the stu- 
dent activity tickets and the proceeds of the games, concerts, and other 
performances given by the pupils. As maintenance costs rise, it be- 
comes an increasing burden to try to carry on various activities, many 
of which bring in little or no financial return. Specifically under this 
class are prize speaking, baseball, track, winter sports. Football, was a 
financial loss this year due to the high cost of equipment, officials fees, 
and unfavorable weather which cut the attendance, thereby reducing 
the income. A similar loss was reported by other schools throughout 
the state. 

This situation is not unique in our town only as many other 
communities have faced the problem too. According to Section 106, 
Chapter 91, of the State of Maine Laws Relating to Public Schools, 
“Cities and towns are authorized to raise and appropriate money to 
be expended to support and maintain bands and other forms of or- 
ganized activities under the supervision of the superintending school 
committee”. If we are to continue to have these activities in our 
schools, we have got to expect to have some financial support in 
sponsoring them. Help from town funds on the transportation alone 
would greatly relieve the situation in our case. 

If some solution to this problem is not found soon, the administra- 
tion will face the necessity of dropping or curtailing these activities 
which add se much to the school experiences of our children. I feel 
that this should be brought before the townspeople so that action may 
be taken if they wish to do so. 

A recently formed high school parent-teacher organization will, 
I hope, be of great benefit to all concerned because of the opportunity 
of exchanging ideas for the good of the students. Every parent should 
try to be an active member of this organization. 

My thanks, as in past years, not only to a sincere, loyal, faithful 
faculty and a co-operative school committee, but also to all the loyal 
and public spirited people who have worked with us in big ways and 
small to give our young people the kind of an education we think 
they should have.

Report of Music Supervisor 


HIGH SCHOOL 


Music festivals determine, to a certain extent, the activities and 
choice of music for the music organizations of the school. There are 
now three of these festivals in which the high school participates. 


Franklin County Eastern Maine All-State 
1955 — Jay 1955 — Belfast 1955 — So. Portland 
1956 — Wilton 1956— Bingham 1956 — Bangor 


Entire groups participate in the regional festivals, while delegates 
from high schools all over the state make up a composite chorus, 
orchestra and band for the All-State Concert Festival. For an event 
of this kind, students are recommended by their directors, and finally 
selected by the managers of the various groups, according to their needs. 
The chorus is usually limited to 250, the band to 150, and the orchestra 
to 125. These totals depend somewhat on the entertaining facilities 
of the host city. Those selected, are prepared by their music teachers, 
and then sent to work under outstanding conductors. They practice 
morning, afternoon and evening for two and a half days, and present 
two concerts on the final Saturday. Seventeen students will represent 
this school at the 1956 festival in Bangor. 

Each high school group is now adequately uniformed, the orches- 
tra being the last group to receive this attention. The music depart- 
ment and the members of the orchestra are most grateful to those of 
the town who helped us realize our goal. If one organization in a 
school is not in uniform, it detracts much from the appearance of the 
school’s representation in the festival parades. 

For the second consecutive year, the’ orchestra won national recogni- 
tion, and was invited to appear in the yearbook, FIRST CHAIR OF 
AMERICA, which honors outstanding music groups in the country. 

As in former years, the marching band is under the able leadership 
of Principal Charles Diehl, and this trim-looking unit has made many 
appearances in parades and at athletic events. 
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Other appearances of the school’s music organizations are as 
follows:

GRADE SCHOOLS 


A new program in 1955 was the Elementary School Music Festival, 
introduced for the benefit of the five grade schools. This gave the 
younger music students some festival experience without the necessity 
of traveling long distances. Participating were the Sandy River Chorus 
(composed of students from the West Farmington, Fairbanks, Briggs, 
and Falls Schools), and the Mallett School Glee Club and Orchestra. 
Small ensemble numbers were presented also. Tags, stickers, and 
programs, similar to those used at the larger festivals, were given out, 
and Mrs. Mary Smart of Dexter, President of the Maine Music Camp 
Board of Directors, served as adjudicator. Music for the 1956 festival 
is in preparation now. 

The Mallett School Orchestra sponsored a contest and concert, 
at which Miss Melody and Mr. Melody were chosen. The proceeds 
($120) were used as a scholarship fund to send four students to the 
Maine Music Camp in 1955. The orchestra has recently decided to 
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call this scholarship the Delmiro G. Taddei Scholarship, to do honor 
to the memory of the man who did so much for the musical growth of 
so many children. 

This year the Sandy River Chorus will have about fifty members, 
while the Mallett School has forty-seven students in the orchestra, and 
fifty-one in the glee club. 

In conclusion, I should like to express my appreciation to the 
many people who have given their help to further the school music 
program.

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Annual Report of 
Public Health Nursing Service 


FARMINGTON — 1955 


Working for health is more than just a job. It is a point of view, 
a way of looking at life — your own life and the lives of people you 
see and serve and work with every day. And so it is that our health 
service in Farmington continues to join forces with other community 
services to offer our citizens a better chance to live healthy, satisfying 
lives. 

In our schools the health team is working continually to support 
the teachers to improve health knowledge, attitudes and skills young 
children need to live healthfully and safely. In our schoolrooms many 
children suffer from impaired vision, hearing difficulties, poor dental 
care, emotional strain or diseased tonsils. Other children eat too little 
or too much of the wrong kinds of foods; have poor sleeping habits or 
some other defect that prevents them from being truly healthy individ- 
uals. Because a child is not actually sick, such handicaps can easily 
be overlooked. The testing of vision and hearing, the school health 
examinations, the dental survey and the immunization program are 
now well established practices in our schools. It is necessary to enlist 
the help of our doctors, nurses, dentists and many volunteer members 
to keep this an active program. ‘The educational and health welfare 
of our children is indeed a challenge to those who work in the interest 
of our future citizens. 

Under the sponsorship of our local Health Council, the Mothers’ 
Club of Farmington has faithfully provided volunteer workers each 
month for the Child Health Conferences. Increasing numbers of 
mothers have brought their infants and preschool children for periodic 
health examinations and prevention against our most dread diseases — 
smallpox, whooping cough, diptheria and tetanus. 

Polio immunizations offered with the cooperation of the National 
Foundation for Infantile Paralysis to our first and second grade children, 
received a good response in Farmington. We are now looking forward 
to offering Polio Vaccine to all children in the grade schools. 
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During the past two years the Lion’s Club of Farmington, although 
a small group, has carried a tremendous responsibility in vision conser- 
vation and in the dental clinic. The many hours of service contributed 
by its members as well as the financial aid have benefited many child- 
ren in our town who might otherwise be handicapped with poor vision 
or ill health because of dental care needed. 

The American Legion Auxiliary, Associated Charities, Red Cross, 
Salvation Army, Boy Scouts, Rotary and many church groups are other 
organizations that have given valuable assistance throughout the year. 
Warm clothes, toys, extra food and medical care are some of life’s 
necessities that were provided as well as the spirit of sharing and work- 
ing together that is so important to all of us. 

First, last and all the time is the family home visit. Our smallest 
and most personal health partnership, it is also the broadest in it’s 
reach. Be it in the interest of a new baby, a crippled child or elderly 
patient the visit in the home is most often a heart warming and satisfy- 
ing experience. Your nurse is most grateful for the cordial welcome 
received in the many homes she visits and the cooperation given by all.

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Report of Chief of Fire Department 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Farmington: 


I hereby present my report of the activities of the Fire Depart- 
ment during the year 1955, 

We answered a total of 44 calls. These consisted of 8 inside the 
Corporation, 2 in the Suburban Water District, 31 within the town 
limits, 1 in New Vineyard, and 1 in Chesterville. The following is 
a breakdown of the town fires:

All in all, I can find no year in the back records where we have 
had such a small fire loss. Last year we thought rather exceptional 
with 84 calls while this year the total was a little more than half. Our 
only serious fire was the loss of the Harold Hardy buildings on Perham 
Hill. Of course, we are still blessed with a large percentage of chim- 
ney fires, 90°% due to lack of cleaning. 

We received our new pumper tanker in July. We put it in ser- 
vice immediately and transferred the old tanker to Farmington Falls 
as planned. The new truck has given us exceptional service so far 
and the company is very well pleased with it. The tanker at the Falls 
has extinguished several fires which could have resulted in serious 
losses. We have purchased some hose, 4 lights, a battery charger, a 
hose washer, and several small additions to the equipment. 

On speaking of our new tanker, I would mention that following 
its arrival we planned an Open House, to show the townspeople this 
new piece of equipment, as well as our other equipment. On the day 
of the Open House we had a mere handful of visitors. This small 
showing was very disappointing, as we know you are interested from 
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past experiences. We are justly proud of our station and trucks, and 
anyone is welcome ‘to inspect them at any time. 

The town appropriates us the sum of $2,000 per year. This sum 
represents a very small expense to the town for services rendered. I 
would like to suggest that each year we have an unexpended balance 
in this appropriation that it be automatically transferred to an equip- 
ment fund. This wouldn’t be any large sum each year, but, if we 
had some kind of a reserve, and had a serious hose loss or some other 
piece of equipment, we could replace it and possibly avoid an over- 
draft. 

We do not have a house to house yearly fire inspection as we 
haven’t the available men that have the time to give for such services. 
If you have any fire problem, please get in touch with us as we would 
rather come to your house in an advisory capacity rather than an alarm 
at three in the morning at twenty below zero. 

This report is for the Town of Farmington only.

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Report of Town Manager 


It is a privilege to report to the citizens upon the functions and 
activities for the fiscal year of 1955 of the various departments which 
are under the supervision of the selectmen and manager. 


Protections — Two experienced full time police officers, two uniformed 
call officers in Farmington Village and one at Farmington Falls make 
up your police department. A third full time officer would aid mater- 
ially in solving law enforcement problems but employment of a third 
officer is not possible under the present budget. Because of the neces- 
sity of replacing the entire installation of parking meters during the 
past year, it becomes necessary to recommend an appropriation by the 
town for the years of 1956 and 1957 if you wish to continue the present 
police service. One-half of the parking meter receipts will necessarily 
be used to pay for purchase of the meters. Consideration should be 
given to the providing, at some future date, of a radio communication 
system for police use. Such an item should probably be considered in 
conjunction with any system which might be provided for the Sheriff's 
Department of Franklin County. 


The addition of a combination tank truck and pumper as autho- 
rized by the 1955 town meeting has, we believe, added to the efficiency 
of the fire department. It appears that the department has sufficient 
apparatus for present needs which, with its capable and well trained 
personnel, gives the town an organization of which it can well be proud. 


Health and Sanitation — Full time public health nurse service has been 
continued as for the past several years although the town is now 
required to pay the entire salary and travel allowance of the nurse. We 
feel that the value of this service is well known to the public, and refer 
you to the detailed report of Mrs. Bigelow which appears elsewhere in 
this town report. 


Sewer maintenance continues to be an increasing problem and 
requires the full time work of two men. Continual cleaning and flush- 
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ing of many lines is required and is difficult because of the lack of 
manholes on the sewers. Some new manholes have been added during 
the past year and others have been repaired. There seems to be no 
way of recommending any solution to the serious conditions of the 
sewer system until after the completion of the survey which will be on 


June 30, 1956. 


A new public dump location has been constructed as authorized by 
a special town meeting. An unforeseen wind condition at this new 
location has given considerable trouble but can probably be eliminated 
by the erection of fences. 


Highway Department — The 1955 season was an unusually busy one 
for this department as many unexpended appropriations had been 
brought forward from the preceding year and were expended with 
current funds. Major projects for the year were as follows: 


Reconstraction of 6/10 of one mile on State Aid Highway No. 7 
between Knowlton’s Corner and North Chesterville. This work 
involved the use of the balance of funds left from 1954, the 1955 joint 
fund, and a further expenditure of $2,963.18 in anticipation of 1956 
funds. This road is now completed and has been accepted for main- 
tenance by the State Highway Commission. 


Town Road Improvement Fund allocations were used on the 
Holley and Perham Hill roads. Work on the Holley road consisted 
of widening, installation of culverts and application of 12 inches of 
gravel (5,960 yards) on 1.25 miles. This road has now been improved 
to a point near the Holley cemetery. On Perham Hill road the same 
type of work was carried out on .65 of one mile and 2,598 yards of 
gravel used. It is recommended that this annual fund be used on 
Perham Hill road until the entire distance to the town line has been 
improved. 


A special town appropriation was used to continue work done in 
past years in the Russell’s Mills area. This project has been completed 
to the residence of Maynard Phillips and we recommend that an annual 
appropriation for this road be continued. 
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‘Tar and asphalt surface retreatment was applied to about one-third 
of the streets and roads which had been surfaced in previous years. 


Two 6 foot pipes have been installed on the road leading westerly 
from Red Schoolhouse corner to replace a wood bridge which was in 
poor condition. 


Grading and gravel base work was started on Perham Street late 
in 1955. We do not recommend a continuance of this project at this 
time as it appears that this entire street may be reconstructed in the not 
too distant future as a Federal Aid Secondary project of the State High- 
way Department. It would seem advisable, however, to appropriate 
the equivalent amount for reconstruction of a section of Oakes Street 
in West Farmington as that street is in very poor condition, is costly 
to maintain and carries a rather large volume of heavy traffic. 


The bridge over Cascade Brook on the road opposite Perham Hill 
was entirely rebuilt with granite abutments, steel and wood girders 
and wood flooring. The cost of this work was paid from the general 
Highways and Bridges account. 


Sidewalk funds were used for asphalt surface on the southerly side 
of Middle Street and the northerly side of Bridge Street and for repairs 
to the walks on both sides of Water Street. 


The wood burning heating boiler at the highway garage has been 
replaced with a new oil burning steam boiler with very satisfactory 
results. 


Welfare — Costs of support of poor and of Aid to Dependent Children 
have dropped considerably during the past year. It should be borne 
in mind that the expenditures in these departments are difficult to 
anticipate and that reduction of the appropriation to too low a figure 
might in any year result in a large overdraft. 


Finances — A 1954 bridge note of $3,500. has been paid from appropri- 
ated funds, and the amount of $4,671. has been paid from the Equip- 
ment Account on notes and contracts for equipment purchased in prior 
years. New notes in the amount of $5,975. were issued for the purchase 
of fire apparatus.

Tax Collections — Of the 1955 tax commitment of $239,816.10, 984%4°% 
had been collected at the close of the year. Motor vehicle excise taxes 
have continued to increase. A reduction in excise tax receipts may be 
noted in the coming year as many vehicle owners have paid their 1956 
excise taxes during the latter part of the 1955 fiscal year. 


The cooperation of town employees and citizens, and the counsel 
and assistance of the board of selectmen and budget committee, which 
it has been my pleasure to continue to receive, is sincerely appreciated.

With the advent of new industrial growth in the town it is 
reasonable to assume that we may enjoy many years of prosperity. 


Properly controlled and planned Farmington can realize an increase 
in payroll and a fair equitable increase in taxable property. Steady 
growth in new residences and industries can tax wise help defray the 
cost of expansion and keep us a town of which we may continue to be 
proud. We want always to be conscious of our tax rate in fairness to 
ourselves and to those who may wish to come and share our community. 
Let us require the best within our means and accept the best that we 
can afford. The tax rate of a town can mean the difference between 
prosperity or decay. 


It is necessary to keep our eyes to the future and prepare for the 
changes that we know will come.

The examination was made in accordance with the recommendations 
of the National Committee on Governmental Accounting for a limited 
general audit. Audit analysis was on a basis consistent with the pre- 
ceding year and included all procedures considered necessary. Insofar 
as could be ascertained within the scope of the audit, the financial 
transactions of the Town appear to have been appropriately handled, 
with such exceptions as may be noted in the accompanying comments. 

Exhibits and schedules, together with the accompanying com- 
ments, present the results of the financial operations of the Town for 
the period designated.

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COMMENTS 
TOWN OF FARMINGTON 
FEBRUARY 1, 1956 TO JANUARY 31, 1957 


An audit has been completed of the financial records of the Town 
of Farmington for the municipal year ended January 31, 1957. The 
audit included an examination of the financial records maintained by 
the Assessors, Selectmen, Town Treasurer, Tax Collector, Town Man- 
ager, and the town meeting records of the Town Clerk. 

An analysis of the results of the year’s operations revealed that 
available funds exceeded expenditures in general fund operations by 
$1,580.25 (Exhibit D). Overdrafts and unexpended balances are sum- 


marized as follows: 


Operating Accounts: 


Unexpended Balances $10,004 98 
Overdrafts 8,424 73 
Net Unexpended Balances $1,580 25 


However, overdrafts were noted in certain operating accounts, par- 
ticularly in the highways and bridges account, totaling $8,424.73. In 
this connection it is noted that the Town officers appear to lack authority 
to expend greater sums than those authorized by the townspeople, except 
that highway appropriations may be exceeded in emergencies by fifteen 
percent. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 
Bond coverage should be provided for all employees 
charged with the handling of Town funds. 


ASSETS 
The cash balance of $17,503.34 was reconciled with a statement 
furnished by the First National Bank, Farmington, Maine (Schedule 
A-1). Cash was counted at the audit date and reconciled with the 
closing balance. 


AS 


Other assets were reviewed and reconciled with balances shown on 
the Selectmen’s records. Investments were verified by examination of 
the stock certificate. Letters of verification were utilized on a sample 
basis to determine their validity at the year end. 


LIABILITIES 
General fund liabilities at the year end consisted of an equipment 
payment in the amount of $2,499.60, and $2,018.84 due the high school 
building fund. 


RESERVES AND SURPLUS 

The appropriation account balances at the year end amounted to 
$7,689.22, representing various balances carried forward to the ensuing 
year in accordance with statutory requirement, or at the direction of 
the Town officers (Exhibit D). 

The unappropriated surplus at the year end amounted to $15,669.71, 
a net decrease of $9,772.99, as compared with the preceding year. This 
decrease was occasioned principally by appropriations approved by the 
townspeople of $11,375.00 less the excess of available funds over ex- 


penditures of $1,580.25 (Exhibit C). 


HIGH SCHOOL BUILDING FUND 
Payments from the high school building funds totaled $115,562.03 
for the year being reviewed, consisting principally of payments to the 
contractor (Schedule A-10). The fund balance at the year end totaled 
$33,183.21, which was represented by a demand deposit of $31,164.37, 
and the amount of $2,018.84 due from the general fund. | 


DEBT FUND 
The Town’s long term debt totaled $228,975.00 at the year end, 
consisting of notes totaling $3,975.00 and serial bonds of $225,000.00. 
Notes in the amount of $7,171.40 and school bonds totaling $15,000.00 


were retired on schedule during the year under review. 


TRUST AND RESERVE FUNDS 
Trust fund principals totaled $35,672.00 at the year end, while 
unexpended income amounted to $1,271.30. These were represented 
by time deposits of $17,943.30 and investments of $19,000.00. Income 
from investments during the year amounted to $1,025.93, while author- 


ized expenditures for the period totaled $983.77 (Schedule A-13). 
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The highway equipment fund totaled $620.00 at the year end, an 
increase of $18.16 over the previous year (Schedule A-14). The income 
was occasioned by interest earned on the time deposit. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 

Count of cash was made and records were checked to determine 
the accuracy of recording cash transactions. The system of internal 
control was reviewed as pertained to the handling of cash and other 
matters of financial concern. External verifications were used on a 
sample basis to determine the correctness of recorded assets and notes 
payable. Warrants, vouchers, and cancelled checks were examined for 
selected periods. The Treasurer’s cash receipts and bank deposits 
were compared on a monthly basis for the entire audit period. 

The procedure used in accounting for parking meter receipts was 
reviewed. The investment of all funds was verified by physical exam- 
ination of bank statements, deposit books, or U. S. Treasury bonds. 
Bond coverage of Town officials was examined. Excise tax collections 
were verified by detailed examination of the copies of the receipts re- 
tained by the Collector. 

Included in this report are exhibits and schedules pertaining to the 
financial status of the Town. Audit procedures were followed to the 
extent deemed necessary to develop these statements. 

It is believed that the accompanying balance sheet and supporting 
statements fairly present the financial status of the Town at January 
31, 1957, and the result of its operations for the year then ended.

Tuition cost at Farmington high school for this year is $262.48. 
Again this is considerably below the state average of $301.40. This per 
capita cost is determined by the State formula which includes (1) High 
School Teachers salaries, (2) fuel, janitor service and supplies, (3) text- 
books and supplies, (4) utilities, (5) six percent of the insured value 
of the building, (6) fire insurance premiums. The sum of these six 
items is divided by the average daily membership to determine the 
annual per pupil cost. Each town supporting a high school is permit- 
ted to charge not more than its per capita cost and this charge cannot 
exceed the state average unless the school offers two or more occupa- 
tional courses and at least 10°% of its pupils are tuition pupils. A town 
may then charge up to 115% of the state average. Farmington comes 
within the category of towns permitted to make such charge but its per 
capita cost has never exceeded the state average. 

It might be of interest to note that tuition receipts this past year 
were very nearly sufficient to care for the retirement and interest on 
school bonds which came due during the fiscal year. Bonds $20,470. 
Tuition $20,184.

In connection with the above tabulation, it should be pointed out 
that several of the bus runs are so heavily loaded that it is necessary to 
make double trips on those routes. It is anticipated that it may be nec- 
essary to make two trips to cover each route at the opening of school 
in September. If such a plan is followed, it probably would be wise to 
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bring high school and upper grade pupils in on the first trip and return 
them home first in the afternoon. It would be of considerable advan- 
tage in the high school in particular if this were done and school could 
open somewhat earlier with a corresponding earlier closing in the after- 
noon, thus allowing for better scheduling of extra school activities and 
the practices and rehearsals attendant thereto. 


FINANCES 

In connection with responsibilities which the town assumes in the 
maintenance of its schools it should be noted that the base contract with 
the state for the operation of the Mallett School has increased from 
$18,200 last year to $24,500 for the current year. 

The following budget calls for a slightly lower appropriation for 
School Maintenance this year than the amount made available by the 
town last year but it should be borne in mind that this is for an eleven 
month fiscal year instead of the usual twelve month year. It should 
also be noted that this budget calls for a single appropriation covering 

the usual items of elementary schools, high school, conveyance, text- 
- books, supplies, equipment, insurance, supervision and medical inspec- 
tion. In addition to the regular school budget there is a supplementary 
budget principally for new equipment and landscaping at the new 


high school building.

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High School Principal’s Report 


Farmington H. S. opened its doors in September, 1956 to some 
340 students. ‘This record enrollment has taxed the facilities of the 
school and staff to the utmost. During my short stay in Farmington I 
have become increasingly aware that only through the high caliber of 
staff and students has a successful program been possible. The fact that 
over 30°% of our graduates in 1956 are attending degree awarding col- 
leges and over 50°% are engaged in some form of educational endeavor 
beyond high school is truly remarkable. 

The need for more room and an increased staff with increasing 
enrollment is too obvious to discuss here. As to the best methods to be 
employed in improving the curriculum, much can be, and is being done 
at the present time. A detailed evaluation of the entire secondary 
school picture is now in the process of completion by the faculty of the 
High School. This project will be supplemented by the findings of a 
visiting Committee of superintendents, principals, teachers and State 
Dept. officials in April. 

The report which will come from this evaluation will give the people 
of this community a true, detailed picture of its school, and what must 
be done in order that this school be listed as an accredited high school. 
As of 1960 The State Department of Education will list all secondary 
schools in the state as approved or accredited. By definition this means 
that an approved school meets minimum basic requirements of a school 
and an accredited school meets the minimum basic requirements for a 
good school. Since we must assume the responsibility for providing our 
children with good schools, accreditation must be the goal — not 
ultimately but immediately. 

I wish to extend an invitation to all citizens to visit their High 
School to learn first hand what is being done to improve the preparation 
of our young people for adult life. 

In conclusion, I would like to extend my personal appreciation to 
the people of Farmington for the cordial reception afforded my family 
and me. It is pleasant to live in a community where friends are so 
easily made.

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Report of the Music Supervisor 


HIGH SCHOOL 


Music is offered every afternoon. Instrumental organizations meet 
four days a week during the eighth period which is partially cleared for 
this purpose. School choir is fitted in around the major subjects, and 
therefore meets in four sections. 

The majority of the students electing vocal music meet during the 
seventh period. One day is given to girls, one to boys, and the combined 
groups meet three days. Those wishing to sing, but who have other 
classes at this time, are given opportunity to participate in free periods, 
or after school. Many of these students are limited to one period a 
week. When a public performance takes place, the various divisions are 
consolidated. 

The choir enrollment is fifty-three, and during the past years 
seven public appearances have been made: Speech Festival (girls only), 
County Music Festival, Reception (boys only), Eastern Maine Music 
Festival at Bingham, Rotary Club, and a Christmas concert that was 
broadcast over WRUM. In addition, five students were accepted for 
the All-State Chorus in Bangor, and four for the Composite Chorus at 
the Bingham Festival. 

The orchestra, numbering forty-five, was for the third successive 
year invited to be pictured in the national yearbook — FIRST CHAIR 
OF AMERICA. 

“ First Chair of America was first published in 1940, and is 
published each year to present those organizations that are 
setting the highest standards and leading the way to a more 
musical America, and to honor their First Chair members. 
“The National Approval Board is composed of members 
representing every state in the United States. Each organiza- 
tion presented in the 1957 edition must be recommended by 
this board as being an organization that sets and maintains the 
highest standards in every respect. Only when an organiza- 
tion is so recommended is it eligible to be notified and 
presented.” 
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As this group is one of the few high school orchestras in the state, 
its members, particularly the string players, are in great demand for the 
All-State Orchestra. In April, fifteen students will play with a 125- 
piece state orchestra in Auburn. The Farmington orchestra, augmented 
by several players from near-by towns, made up the Franklin County 
Orchestra of last March. Other activities of this group include the 
audition festival at Bingham, and graduation events. Individuals have 
furnished music for various school and town programs. 

The band has thirty-five members, and rehearses twice weekly. 
During the past year they have appeared at Hi P.T.O., Assemblies, 
County Music Festival, All-State Festival (representatives), and the 
Eastern Maine Music Festival. They are to present a concert program 
this month. 

The marching band is smaller, as many of the musicians are in 
athletics also. This group, under the direction of Mr. Blood, furnishes 
music for the athletic program and parades. 

Eight students spent two weeks in music study at the Maine Music 
Camp in the summer of 1956. 

Two girls have brought attention to the school by their television 
appearances. Joy Richard, cellist, and Sandra Ross, pianist, have 
appeared on WCSH-TV. Sandra, winner of the finals, will go to New 
York in April to audition for the Ted Mack show. 

All groups will go to Madison in May to participate in the Central 
Division of the Eastern Maine Music Festival. 


ELEMENTARY SCHOOLS 

The program in the outlaying schools remains about the same, 
with the supervisor visiting once a week. 

In May, a composite chorus (Sandy River Chorus) made up of 
interested children from these schools, sang at the Elementary School 
Music Festival and concert held in Farmington. Lloyd Constantine of 
Jay was the adjudicator. Proceeds of the concert were divided among 
the schools. 

With the addition of grades at the Mallett School, it has become 
necessary to change the program. In the first six grades (eleven groups 
now ), the supervisor visits every other week. The seventh grades have 
one period a week combined, and one with girls and boys divided. 
The eight grades meet once a week together. Miss Stevens, seventh 
grade faculty member, assists with the upper grade schedule. 
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The outstanding event for this school was the scholarship contest 
and concert of last March. Enough money was raised to send six pupils 
to the Maine Music Camp with full scholarships, and to assist two 
others. A similar event, with activities already under way, is scheduled 
for this year. 

The Mallett School has a forty-piece orchestra, and a glee club of 
sixty voices. Musical activities include a seventh grade Sing Night, to 
which parents were invited and urged to sing, three concerts, Ele- 
mentary School Music Festival, and programs for the Sandy River Edu- 
cational Association and the Guidance Conference. 

I should like to thank the First National Bank and the Peoples 
National Bank for sponsoring radio programs, Lowell’s store for the 
many bags supplied for candy sales, those who have carried on food 
sales for the music groups, and all who have helped in chaperoning and 
transporting students as they engage in their music activities.

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Annual Report of the 
Public Health Nursing Service 


FARMINGTON — 1956 


Keeping well is a family affair as well as a community affair. 
Sociologists tell us the healthy family is a happy family and, as everyone 
knows, happy families are the sinews of a happy nation — the real 
measure of progress. Just as divorce, desertion, juvenile deliquency and 
other family problems dwindle when happiness and understanding are 
present in the home; likewise, disease, poor health habits, unhealthy 
mental attitudes and many illnesses disappear in a happy, stable, well- 
adjusted home life. During the recent years our health program in 
Farmington has endeavored to serve the whole family as a unit and 
should continue to meet the needs of the family group as time goes on. 

The visits to the homes in our community include those from 
birth through old age. Often times a visit is made into the home so 
a family can just see their nurse and know her. Later on, that same 
family may wish help with medical resources and know someone to ask. 
Again, a mother may intuitively sense her child’s needs but she wants 
to be assured that she is fulfilling them. Some mothers have said that 
even though the doctor comes and gives them instructions in the care of 
a sick child, “we still need help in knowing how to keep the other 
members of the family from catching the disease; how it spreads, and 
how long is it catching.” The older person living in the home can also 
use moral support and reassurance. The results of the various health 
activities in the school program are also explained in more detail to the 
parents through the home visit as well as resources for medical care and 
correction when needed. 

The school health program ran very smoothly this past year. To- 
day’s teacher is ever mindful that her pupils need good vision and hear- 
ing, sound physical health and most important, perhaps, a happy health 
attitude in order to obtain the most from their school environment. The 
testing of vision and hearing in all grades, our spaced health examina- 
tions, immunizations against smallpox, diphtheria, tetanus and now 
Polio are all a well integrated part of the school curriculum. 
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The monthly child health conferences for babies and pre-school 
children have continued to grow under the fine sponsorship of Mrs. 
Ruth Hiltz and a corps of workers from the American Legion Auxiliary. 
Two doctors from the community attend each session to examine and 
immunize the child against our most dread diseases. 

Again this year the Lion’s Club promoted the dental clinic for the 
school children needing assistance with dental care. Mr. Bauer Small, 
Dr. Douglas Fuller and Mr. Kenneth Trask assisted in keeping records 
and transporting the children. During the past summer the dental 
equipment was donated by the hospital to the school department. It is 
planned to install the equipment in a health unit to be set up in 
Mallett School. 

Polio vaccinations to a large percentage of our young population 
from six months through 20 years of age has been one of the outstanding 
activities of the past year. Many volunteer hours were contributed to 
this program by Mrs. Donald Pierce, Chairman, Mother’s March of 
Dimes, and a group of local nurses and mothers. 

It is only through the combined efforts of many community groups 
represented on our Farmington Health Council that it is possible for the 
health program to function so effectively. A recent outbreak of 
Diphtheria in Detroit which resulted in many deaths was due to the 
neglect of many parents to continue protection against this disease. 
There is no evidence of such complacency here in Farmington where 
sO many are interested and willing to work at keeping our community a 
healthy one.

During the year 1956 the department answered a total of 60 fires. 
The greater part of these were minor fires, 23 of these being chimneys. 
We had two rather bad ones, the Kenneth Ladd house on the Strong 
Road and the Perkins residence on the Holley Road. One fire I 
believe set a record when we were called to the Tom Moore farm on the 
Temple road for a grass fire January 28th. 

The department is in excellent condition. The new tanker is 
working out very satisfactory and the Falls Department is doing a great 
job with the tanker we sent down there. We are experiencing some 
trouble about hearing our alarm. We should have it remedied in about 
a month. We find it hard to compete with television. 

On the whole we have experienced a very quiet year. I would 
like to advise once more that we will gladly make a building inspection 
for any person desiring one.

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Report of Town Manager 


Following is a brief outline of the activities for the past year of the 
municipal departments which come under the supervision of the board 
of selectmen and manager: 


Protections — Police service has been continued as in the past three 
years with two full time officers, two call officers and one call officer at 
Farmington Falls. No provision has been made in the 1957 budget 
for employment of a third full time officer although such is very much 
needed. The Civil Defense communications system which has been 
installed during the past year in cooperation with Franklin County is 
proving to be very useful. 

~ Activities of your well organized and efficiently managed fire 
department are covered in the report of the Chief of that department. 


( 
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Health and Sanitation — Public health service has been continued with 
Mrs. Muriel Bigelow serving as full time local health nurse and Hays G. 
Bowne, M. D., serving as health officer since April 1, 1956. A detailed 
report of the activities of the public health nurse appears elsewhere in 
this town report. 

A complete survey and study of the local sewerage situation has 
been completed by Whitman & Howard, engineers. Copies of this sur- 
vey are available at the town office and may be reviewed by any inter- 
ested citizen. 

Maintenance of the present sewer system continues to be an expen- 
sive and difficult problem. This situation will probably continue until 
such time as the citizens can agree on some method of forming a sewer 
district. Nothing can be done by this town — as a direct municipal 
function — to correct the existing deficiencies in the sewer system 
because of the lack of legal borrowing power. 


Highway Department — Unusually high costs of winter highways has 
caused a large overdraft in the Highways and Bridges account. Costs 
for the five winter months were as follows: 
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February, 1956 $5,446 46 
March, 1956 7,488 37 
November, 1956 3,615 88 
December, 1956 3,0/ 1 E/> 
January, 1957 7,252.00 

Total $27,660 46 


Summer maintenance of streets and roads consisted of grading, 
installation of 494 feet of metal culverts, application of 30 tons of 
calcium chloride, patching, and application of 17,255 gallons of tar and 
asphalt. 


No state aid road construction was planned for the year as the 
1956 fund was partially used in 1955 to complete the section between 
Knowlton’s Corner and North Chesterville. An appropriation of $2,666 
for 1957 will result in a total fund of $7,700 being available for use 
toward construction of the unimproved section of Titcomb Hill road. 


The 1956 Town Road Improvement Fund allotment was expended 
on Perham Hill road. This work consisted of drainage, widening, and 
application of 2,606 yards of gravel and 5 tons of calcium chloride. 


Construction has been continued on the road leading from the 
Temple road to Porter Hill by way of Russell’s Mills. This work was 
financed by a special town appropriation. 


A special appropriation was used to begin the reconstruction of 
Oakes Street. Work began at the Water Street intersection and con- 
sisted of excavation to a depth of two feet of the old roadway and 
replacing the same with a river gravel base. 600 feet of sewer were 
entirely replaced and new service lines laid wherever necessary. A 
separate storm sewer was installed to take surface water from four 
catch basins so that, at such time as this project is completed, no surface 
water will enter the sanitary sewer. The storm sewer is constructed of 
perforated metal pipe and will serve to drain the base of the street as 
well as to carry off surface drainage. 


Funds for sidewalk construction were expended for resurfacing the 
entire distance of the walk on the northerly side of South Street and on 
the easterly side of Main Street from South Street to a point near the 
Methodist Church. A sidewalk base was built on the northerly side of 
Middle Street beginning at Quebec Street and extending easterly. 
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Automatic sprinklers have been installed in the highway department 
garage. This has resulted in a large saving in insurance premiums and 
gives protection to the building and equipment. 


Welfare — Unexpected increases in welfare costs during the second half 
of the past year caused a deficit in the account for support of town poor. 
Practically all expenditures are for the support of elderly and infirm 
persons whose income, if any, is not sufficient to provide for their needs. 
Present indications are that an appropriation in proportion to that of 
1956 may be sufficient to meet the demands of this service during 1957. 


Finances — The final 1954 bridge note and final note issued in 1951 
for financing the purchase of a power shovel have been paid during the 
past year. The first payment of $15,000 on the high school bond issue 
has been met.

Tax Collections — The amount of uncollected taxes was larger 
than that for the preceding year. 98°% of the 1956 tax levy had been 
collected at the close of the year. An expected decrease is noted in 
excise tax receipts. This decrease was caused by heavy payments of 
1956 excise taxes during the last part of the 1955 fiscal year by persons 
wishing to reserve registration numbers. 

The continued cooperation which has been received from the board 
of selectmen, budget committee, municipal employees and citizens has 
been of much assistance in carrying out the functions of your municipal 
government during the past year.

This gift, when awarded, is to be presented at 
the graduation exercises of said high school and it is to 
be stated that the gift, which is to be used for further 
study, is presented to the member of the senior class 
notable for good scholarship and good citizenship 
throughout his course and that the award is made from 
the Maude E. Howard and Ethel L. Howard Fund, both 
of whom were teachers in the schools of Farmington for 
many years.”

COMMENTS 
TOWN OF FARMINGTON 
FEBRUARY 1, 1957 TO DECEMBER 31, 1957 


An audit has been completed of the financial records of the Town 
of Farmington for the municipal year ended December 31, 1957. The 
audit included an examination of the financial records maintained by 
the Assessors, Selectmen, Town Treasurer, Tax Collector, Town Man- 
ager, and the town meeting records of the Town Clerk. 

An analysis of the results of the year’s operations revealed that 
available funds exceeded expenditures by $22,484.51 (Exhibit D). Over- 


draft and unexpended balances are summarized as follows: 


Operating Accounts 


Unexpended Balances $26,313 86 
Overdrafts 3,829 35 
Net Unexpended Balances $22,484 51 


However, overdrafts were noted in the sewer maintenance account 
in the amount of $3,412.79 which apparently was due to extensive altera- 
tions of existing sewer systems made necessary by highway construction 
activities. In this connection it is noted that the Town officers appear 
to lack authority to expend greater sums than those authorized by the 
townspeople, except that in emergencies highway appropriations may 
be exceeded by fifteen per cent. 


ASSETS 

The cash balance of $34,537.09 was reconciled with a statement 
furnished by the First National Bank, Farmington, Maine (Schedule 
A-1). Cash was counted at the audit date and reconciled with the 
closing balance. Cash receipts and deposits were compared on a monthly 
basis for the audit period. Petty cash was verified by physical count. 
Other assets were reviewed and reconciled with balances shown on the 
Selectmen’s records. Payments received after the close of the municipal 
year were reviewed and letters of verification were utilized on a sample 
basis to determine the validity of recorded assets at the year end. 
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LIABILITIES 
The Town records refiected no general fund liabilities outstanding 
at the year end (see debt fund). 


RESERVES AND SURPLUS 

The appropriation account balances at the year end amounted to 
$13,724.40 representing various balances carried forward to the ensuing 
year in accordance with statutory requirements, or at the direction of 
the Town officers (Exhibit D). 

The unappropriated surplus at the year end amounted to $38,045.50, 
a net increase of $22,375.79 over the preceding year (Exhibit C). This 
increase was occasioned principally by the excess of available funds over 


expenditures (Exhibit D). 


HIGH SCHOOL BUILDING FUND 
Payments from the high school building fund totaled $34,313.93 for 
the year under review, leaving an unexpended balance at the year end of 
$69.28. Since all liabilities incurred in connection with the construction 


of the building had been liquidated this balance was lapsed to surplus 
(Schedule A-8). 


DEBT FUND 
The Town’s long term debt totaled $211,975.00 at the year end, con- 
sisting of notes totaling $1,975.00 and serial bonds of $210,000.00. 
Notes totaling $2,000.00 and school bonds amounted to $15,000.00 were 
retired on schedule during the year under review. 


TRUST AND RESERVE FUNDS 

Trust fund principals totaled $37,772.00 at the year end, while 
unexpended income amounted to $1,382.70. These were represented by 
time deposits of $29,102.70 and a government savings bond of $10,000.00. 
Income from investments for the year amounted to $902.75 while 
expenditures totaled $791.35 (Schedule A-11). 

The highway equipment fund totaled $638.73 at the year end, an 
increase of $18.73 over the preceding year (Schedule A-12). The in- 
crease resulted from interest earned by the time deposit over the year.

SCOPE OF AUDIT 

Count of cash was made and records were checked to determine 
the accuracy of recording cash transactions. The system of internal 
control was reviewed as it pertained to the handling of cash and other 
matters of financial concern. External verifications were used on a 
sample basis to determine the correctness of recorded assets. Warrants, 
vouchers, and cancelled checks were examined for a selected period. 

The procedure used in accounting for parking meter receipts and 
traffic violation revenues was reviewed. The investment of all funds was 
verified by physical examination of bank statements, deposit books and 
U. S. Treasury Bonds. Bond coverage of Town officials was verified. 
Excise tax collections were verified by examination of the copies of the 
receipts retained by the Collector. Cancelled notes and bonds were 
examined, ae 

Included in this report are exhibits and schedules pertaining to 
the financial status of the Town. Audit procedures were followed to 
the extent deemed necessary to develop these statements. 

It is believed that the accompanying balance sheet and supporting 
statements fairly present the financial status of the Town at December 
31, 1957 and the result of its operations for the year then ended.

It will be noted that the total enrollment is now 1124 as compared 


to 1088 at this time last year. This represents an increase of 18. pupils 
in the elementary schools and 18 in the high school. The average pupil 
load per teacher in Fairbanks is 37 and at West Farmington 35. This 
is excessively high particularly since there is more than one grade to a 
room. 


Because of the rapidly increasing enrollment immediate considera- 
tion should be given to the need for additional room at the new high 
school. The building is already overcrowded with its 352 pupils and 
with a prospective enrollment of 400 pupils next fall housing there will 
become a major problem. (In connection with this situation I would 
particularly call attention to that section of Principal Blood’s report per- 
taining to accreditation.) It seems that the time has arrived when the 
citizens of Farmington should give serious attention to a realistic ap- 
praisal of its school building needs and that there should be some long 
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range planning based upon fact and figures as they actually exist. The 
most casual examination of enrollment figures today reveals that the 
children are here and that their number is increasing yearly.

It is of interest to note that receipts from high school tuition for 
the coming year will total about $25,000 which is more than enough 
to care for the annual retirement of and interest on school bonds. 

The average per capita cost of $265.94 at Farmington High School 
remains considerably below the State average of $313.72 and the max'- 
mum of $360.78 which Farmington might charge if actual costs should 
go that high. 


CONVEYANCE 
Approximately 500 pupils are being conveyed at the expense of the 
town. In order to convey this number it has been necessary to cover 
each route twice daily and to set up very rigid limits within which chil- 
dren are expected to walk. For elementary pupils this distance is one 
mile or less from the street entrance of the school walk to the street 
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entrance of the home walk. The total round trip mileage in the base 
conveyance contract is 209 miles; with the double runs this is now in- 
creased by slightly over 150 miles a day.

Supt. of Schools 
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High School Principal’s Report 


The purpose of this report is to present a picture of the secondary 
school to the people of Farmington. In doing so, I shall attempt to 
summarize the current year to date and present my estimate of the 
major problems confronting us in the immediate future. 

The doors of our new school were opened to some 360 students last 
September. Despite the difficulties normally encountered in a new plant, 
the large enrollment and poor attendance due to illness, we have been 
able to carry out our objectives nearly on schedule. The addition of two 
teachers to the staff and extreme effort by others have been primarily 
responsible for this progress. 

The future needs are numerous, and it would be folly to avoid 
their consideration immediately. The enrollment in Farmington High 
School is climbing at an alarming rate. Enrollment by class as of this 
writing is as follows: 


Seniors 68 
Juniors 73 
Sophomores 102 
Freshmen 107 

Total 350 


When school opens in September the 68 Seniors who are in high school 
at present will have been replaced by approximately 120 Freshmen. This 
will bring the total to 402. The following year (1959) will find the 
present Junior Class replaced by 120 Freshmen which will bring the 
total to 450 students. With these figures before us we can no longer 
ignore the fact that expansion is necessary now. 

With the movement of large classes into the upper grades, we must 
provide laboratory space so that both physics and chemistry classes 
may have access to these facilities. Recent events have driven home the 
existence of the need for expansion in the science curriculum. Since 
we at present do not offer even the standard course in general science, 
we are not doing our part. Increases in divisions of other courses will 
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be impossible without additional rooms and staff. As the deadline ap- 
proaches (1960) for meeting standards for accreditation by the State 
Department of Education, we must also provide adequate library space 
—such space already being used for a study hall. The need for more 
room is obvious, and the expected enrollment of 500 students within 
five years served as a yardstick to determine the amount of expansion 
necessary immediately. 

The staff must grow in numbers in order to provide our children 
with an equal chance in this world. This growth in our youth popula- 
tion has changed the whole character of our system. We are no longer 
a small school. This means that we must begin to expand our music 
and physical education program by additions to the staff so that trained 
people are available for both secondary and elementary levels. 

I cannot overemphasize the fact that these problems must be solved 
immediately. We have these children in our schools and owe them our 
maximum effort. 

In closing, I should like to express my appreciation to the staff and 
the students for sharing with me the responsibility for progress in 
Farmington High School. The School Committee and Superintendent 
Green have been of tremendous help when called upon. My special 
thanks go out to the Hi-P.T.O. for its constant support of school activi- 
ties. The working members of this organization are to be commended 
for their efforts in these busy times. Last ‘but not least, many thanks 
to the citizens who have provided me and the students with a highly 
skilled staff with which to conduct a good school. Face squarely and 
solve the problems inherent in our growth and you will guarantee for 
your children a continuation of the high standards attained to date.

HIGH SCHOOL 


For the fourth consecutive year the orchestra received a nomination 
for representation in the national yearbook, First Chair of America. 
This publication honors outstanding musical organizations, their direc- 
tors, and first chair players. The present policy of the board of direc- 
tors is to limit the number of organizations so honored to about 100. 
This year, each state is to have a special dedication page, and the direc- 
tors of So. Portland (instrumental), Deering (instrumental), Edward 
Little and Farmington High Schools were chosen to appear on the 
Maine page. 

Festivals play an important part in the musical life of the student. 
At present we attend two, the All-State Concert Festival and the Eastern 
Maine Audition Festival. 

This year Augusta is host to the All-State Festival, and Farmington 
will probably be represented in all three organizations (Chorus, Band, 
and Orchestra) by eleven students. These students will prepare their 
music before going to Augusta. Intensive rehearsing under outstanding 
conductors for two and a half days is climaxed by two concerts on the 
final Saturday.

Annual Report of the 
Public Health Nursing Service 


FARMINGTON 1957 


Achieving a modern health service in our community throughout 
these past years has been a tremendous undertaking and a magnificent 
challenge to those of us who have had the privilege of working in the 
Farmington area. In the past 25 years there have been many adverse 
forces to overcome. Some of these are the inbuilt characteristics of 
human nature: apathy, which makes people difficult to arouse: oppo- 
sition; stubbornness and just plain ignorance. Mixed with these was a 
generous dash of selfishness. We have learned with painful slowness 
that health, though theoretically purchasable, could not be bought by 
money alone. It required, and still does, the exertion to acquire knowl- 
edge, and motivation to do the right things in the appropriate manner. 
Today, medical progress is still far ahead of the public’s willingness 
to seek medical attention or help. Health workers fully realize that 
unless people catch up with medicine and science and use the facilities 
available, medical progress will bring only a fraction of the benefits 
possible. 


However, in our community we have found many who were recep- 
tive to new ideas and new ways. We feel we have a well-organized, 
well-directed plan for civic progress in health. We have an active 
Health Council that directs health activities and takes the responsibility 
for promoting the established health programs of the child health con- 
ferences for our pre-school children, our school health program, and our 
community health activities. The Health Council also instigates newer 
aspects of the health field such as: the mental health counseling group; 
polio prevention; and information regarding a fluoridation program 
for the prevention of dental decay among our young people. Partici- 
pating on the Health Council we have representation from many walks 
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of life who give valuable time and thoughtful assistance to the varied 
parts of the health program. Ministers, doctors, housewives, teachers, 
businessmen, and others are among those who for years have been the 
backbone of our health activities in Farmington. 


A century ago it is said few needed medical care. That was surely 
a splendid combination of fine heredity, healthful living and a fair ele- 
ment of luck, because people succumbed then to many diseases that 
science has since conquered. Today, the diseases of infancy, along 
with smallpox, scarlet fever, diphtheria, whooping cough and recently 
polio that once took the toll of lives is now practically non-existent in 
Farmington. Through the monthly pre-school health clinics, the school 
and adult immunization program, our community keeps these dread 
diseases well under control. 


In years back it is noted that school health activities generally in- 
cluded inspection by the teacher and nurse for head lice, skin eruption, 
and general hygiene of the body. Nowadays we feel that the school is 
as much responsible for the preservation of your child’s health and 
development of his physical well-being as it is in the guidance and 
training of his mental capacities. We plan, through the regularly spaced 
health examinations, to inform him of his state of health. Our aim is to 
help him and his family respect any health problem he may have and 
to live within its limitations. This may be a heart condition to one 
child or a hearing loss to another. The school child is taught about 
good health habits in the classroom and an effort is made to provide 
opportunities for developing skills and attitudes that will promote desir- 
able changes in his behavior for we know how valuable positive mental 
health teaching will aid his everyday life. 


We have not forgotten that the home is still the cornerstone of our 
society. Its functions cannot be delegated to outside agencies such as 
the school health services, and community activities. We feel these 
should be used only as professional consultants and as aids in the com- 
mon objective. However, your public health nurse feels that visits in 
the home can help to give useful information about healthful living, 
and it should be done in an interesting manner. She should make an 
effort to interpret doctors and patients to each other and to encourage 
the family to use good medical service. Above all, she should try to 
promote mental and emotional health, and to convey joy and satisfaction 
in living.

We have grown to know that people have to feel that they are 
cared about. When a community truly values all individuals, young 
and old, to the extent of seeing to it that they have every advantage in 
health care, and every aid to emotional health, it will be one kind of 
counting that will help them to find meaning in their lives.

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The department has experienced a rather quiet year. We have 
had no serious fires except for the Wesley Mitchell and the Judkins 
fires. 

The equipment is in good order and we are certainly making good 
use of the new tanker. Also, by placing the other tanker at the Falls 
they have used it to a great advantage and have saved the town quite 
a lot of money by our not having to answer to minor fires in that area. 

Our article this year asks for an additional $500.00. The main 
purpose of this increase is for new hose. Also, like other departments 
our expenses have increased accordingly. 

I would strongly recommend to the town that at some meeting in 
the near future that an equipment fund be set up for the fire depart- 
ment in the sum of $2,000 a year. Our Maxim pumper is now 25 years 
old and will have to be replaced soon. It isn’t that these trucks wear 
out, but they become obsolete and parts aren’t available. A new one 
similar to the old now costs from $12,000 to $15,000. Consequently, 
with some sort of an initial beginning it would soften the blow of the 
full amount, which could happen at any time.

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Report of Planning Board 


YEAR ENDING DECEMBER 31, 1957 


By vote of the Annual Town Meeting the selectmen were author- 
ized to appoint a five member Planning Board. The following mem- 
bers were appointed: Gordon Cushman | year, Richard Childs 2 years, 
Bernard Etzel 3 years, Gordon Clifford 4 years and Joseph Holman 5 
years. At an organization meeting on July 29, 1957, we were sworn in at 
the Town Office by Town Clerk, Edward T. Maguire. Officers elected 
were Gordon Cushman, Chairman and Gordon Clifford, Secretary. 

~In September, two associate members were appointed by the Board 
of Selectmen in accordance with the revised statutes of 1957. Associate 
members appointed were Kenneth Wiles and Kenneth Brooks. 

Meetings have been held nearly every week since September, in- 
cluding two special meetings with the assessors of Farmington Village 
Corporation, Suburban Water District and West Farmington Water 
District. : 

Representatives of the Department of Economic Development met 
with the Planning Board and gave an outline of the functions of a 
planning board. The ultimate goal of a planning board is to create a 
comprehensive plan for the town. Such a comprehensive plan would 
contain at least the following six parts. 


Land Use Plan 

Traffic Circulation and. Parking Plan 

Utilities Plan 

Municipal Services and Facilities Plan 
Public buildings, recreation areas, areas for general public 
uses. 

Guides 
Controls to direct community growth in accordance with the 
comprehensive plan 


Oger 
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Zoning Plan and Ordinance 

Building Code 

Subdivision Control Ordinance 
4. Official Map 

F. Capital Budgeting Program 
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As any specific part of the comprehensive plan is completely de- 
veloped, it will be submitted to the voters of the Town at a hearing at 
least thirty days before adoption, and after such a hearing would require 
a referendum vote by the Town. 

Preliminary studies have been made by the Board on the following 
problems: 


A. Sewer System — Due to the critical condition of the existing 
sewer system which has been complicated by the emptying 
of storm water into the sanitary sewer system, a great deal 
of time has been spent on the possibilities of forming a 
sewer district or a combined water and sewer district. 

B. Parking — The problem of adequate parking space in the 
business district is becoming more acute. The Planning 
Board has spent time studying the possibility of the Town 
owning a parking lot convenient to the shopping area. 

C. Zoning — The question of zoning has been under discussion at 
several of our meetings, and some preliminary plans and 
maps have been made. The preparation of an adequate 
zoning ordinance will require a great deal of time and 
consideration as it will occupy an important place in the 
comprehensive plan for the Town of Farmington. 


The Department of Economic Development has recommended that 
we participate in a federal and state aid program for planning and thus 
obtain professional planning advice on a comprehensive plan. Several 
Maine towns have already done this and are now in the process of com- 
pleting their comprehensive plan. Maps must be made and a con- 
sultant hired for this work. Thus the Federal Government has set up 
its “701” program for municipal planning in towns and smaller cities. 
Under this program the State matches the Town’s appropriation and 
the Federal Government matches that total. Thus the Town’s share is 
one-fourth of the total cost. 
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A recognized planning engineer and the Department of Economic 
Development have been consulted in an attempt to ascertain the cost of 
a Comprehensive Plan for the Town of Farmington. It is their opinion 
that the total cost will be approximately $12,000. Therefore, we recom- 
mend that the Town appropriate, in 1958, $3,000 as its share of the cost 
of a Comprehensive Plan.

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Report of Local Information Bureau 


The Farmington Information Bureau sponsored by the Farmington 
Boosters Club, Inc. and for which the town people generously appropri- 
ate a sum of money towards its maintenance opened July 1, 1957 and 
closed August 28, 1957. The earlier closing date was necessary because 
of the construction of a new highway. 

The need for such an information service is demonstrated by the 
fact that 2,047 tourists visited the bureau this past season. The in- 
quiries for routings on both #2 and #4 were numerous. At the first of 
the season route #2 was more heavily traveled but during the latter part 
of the summer route #4 leading to the Rangeley Region attracted an 
equal number. 

Calls for motels far exceeded those for cabins and tourist homes. 
Calls for picnic areas were many and since there are several available I 
am sure all were able to find one. The call for tenting and camping 
areas was tremendous particularly by those families with children. 
There are none in this area to my knowledge except the Mt. Blue State 
Park in Weld which is off the main highway #2. For those traveling 
west this often made little difference, but for those traveling east it 
meant retracting their route and this they were quite reluctant to do. 
However I am sure many availed themselves of this very fine park with 
all facilities to make the tourist happy and comfortable. 

Many local people were of great assistance in supplying detailed and 
specific information in answer to unusual requests such as the best fish- 
ing areas, canoe routes, locating new comers living in this area and 
real estate. The cooperation of all was greatly appreciated. 

The services of the bureau were used by 206 local persons. Of the 
48 states, 41 were represented, all the Maritime Provinces and several 
Canadian Provinces. Foreign countries represented were Hawaii, Eng- 
land, Alaska and Cuba. All were impressed by the beauties of our 
town. 

I do not speak French fluently or even well but I do understand the 
language which was a great help in directing our Canadian visitors who 
spoke little or no English. 
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One of the main objectives of our bureau is, of course, to interest 
tourists, first to our town, then to the county and finally to our state so 
they will want to remain with us or want to come back another year. 

Many complimentary remarks were heard, the beautiful scenery, 
the well kept homes and farm lands, the fine shops and merchandise 
and the fine picnic areas. Remarks about road conditions were heard 
too but most of the travelers realized that the inconveniences of con- 
struction now means better roads in the near future. Of course, as 
always, there were some uncomplimentary criticisms: our narrow roads, 
condition of these; and I quote one traveler, “ Those ridiculously low 
speed laws” (these have been changed recently) and finally, lack of 
camping areas. 

Farmington has a supply of very attractive folders some of which 
were sent to cooperating bureaus over the state, to the hotels and motels 
and many given out to tourists who visited the bureau. The Madame 
Nordica folders were in great demand and I’m sure many visited the 
homestead. 

The building which we have used for the past five summers had 
to-be moved but the Boosters Club hopes to be able to build a new and 
smaller one at some convenient location to be decided upon later.

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Report of Town Manager 


A brief summary of the 1957 functions and activities of the town 
departments which are under the supervision of the board of selectmen 
and manager is as follows: 


Protections — Police and Fire Department activities are contained in 
separate reports. 


Health and Sanitation— A detailed report by the Public Health 
Nurse will be found on previous pages. 

Much extra sewer maintenance work because of new state highway 
construction on routes 2 and 43 has caused a large overdraft in that 
department. 


Highway Department—JIn addition to regular summer main- 
tenance, snow removal and sanding, this department worked on the 
following projects during 1957: 

Completion of reconstruction of Oakes Street from end of 

1956 project northerly to railroad crossing. This included laying of 

new separate storm and sanitary sewers. 

Construction of a 600 foot extension of Stewart Avenue. 
Construction of 2,050 feet of State Aid Road No. 6 — Titcomb 

Hill Road. This work involved the installation of one 4 foot pipe 

66 feet in length, moving of approximately 4,000 yards of materials 

on the job, hauling of 1,960 yards of earth borrow and 3,820 yards 

of gravel. This work, when completed in 1958 by application of 
tar surface, will complete the construction on this designation. 

Grading, drainage and application of gravel on .4 miles of 
upper Voter Hill road and .9 miles of Porter Hill road through the 
use of the Town Road Improvement Fund allocation. 

Application of tar surface retreatment to approximately one- 
third of village streets. 

Construction of sidewalks on High Street, Middle Street and 
at Farmington Falls. 
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Funds appropriated for the Russell’s Mills road were not used 
because of lack of time. This fund has been carried forward and 
is available for expenditure in 1958. 

One 1954 two-ton truck has been exchanged for a 1958 truck 
of equal size. All highway equipment is in reasonably good con- 
dition. 

The exterior and interior of the highway department garage 
have been painted. 


Welfare — Relief costs remained at about the same average as in 
the previous year. 


Finances — Outstanding obligations as of December 31, 1957 were 
as follows: 
Fire Apparatus Notes due 7/30/58 $ 1,975 00 
School Bonds, due $15,000 each year 1958 to 
1967, and $10,000 each year 1968 to 1973 210,000 00 


Tax Collections — 2.7% of the 1957 tax commitment remained un- 
paid at the close of the fiscal year. This is the largest percentage of 
delinquent taxes in any recent year and indicates that more rigid col- 
lection methods will become necessary.
